THE DETENTION OF THE MAILS, 

The detention of the present mails has been owing to the 
breaking down of the P, and O. screw stzamer Bengal a few 
days after leaving Calcutta for Galle. The Bengal left Caloutta 
on the 23rd June, and returned on the 29th, having broken her 
screw. The Mooltan was substituted, and proceeded to Galle, 
where she picked up as usual the passengers, mails, &., from 
the Straits, China, and Japan. When the railway is completed 
from Bombay to Calcutta, and the present service of the P. and 
O. Company is altered accordingly, we trust the ports beyond 
Galle will not be dependent on the steamer from Calcutta, but. 
come on to Suez direct.

JAPAN. 

Dates from Yokuhuma were conveyed to Shanghai to the 
morning of the 27th May,by H. M’s. ship Coquette. No settle- 
ment of our demands had been announced by Admiral Kuper, 
although the last time named (21st) had passed over. It was 
rumoured that the prospects of peace were increasing, and that 
daily negotiations were proceeding. Mr. Consul Winchester 
called a meeting on the evening of the 26th, and informed the 
residents that, notwithstanding a prospect of the Japanese 
yielding peacefully to our demands, it was necessary for them 
to maintain the same vigilance against the possibility of 
an open or secret outbreak. It was assumed by the re- 
sidents that the meeting was called in consequence of 
the special conference held on the 25th and 26th by the 
English and French Ministers and Admirals, and Tagror0, the 
Trcooy's special envoy. It is said that if the British demands 
are conceded, a civil war must result for the dethronement of 
the Tycoon. We fmay note that the 31st regiment, which was 
believed to be embarking at Shanghai for Japan, when the last 
mail reached us, has left for England, which certainly adds 
weight to the pacific settlement of the affair. 
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At Nagasaki matters are not so promising. Dates are to the 
30th May by the Russian screw Abrecht to Shanghai. At that 
date the few residents left held themselves ready to embark 
for Shanghai, all their books, &., being§already on board ship. 
HLM.S. Rattler, with Ringdove, were in harbour, bet were not 
allowed to land any men for the protection of the fo- 
reign settlement. Mr. Morrison, the Consul, rétired on 
board tho Rattler every night, but the other residents 
assembled nightly at the house of Messrs. W. J. Alt 
and Co. This determination was arrived at at a meeting 
held specially to consider whether they should abandon the 
place or remain until some act of the Japanese necessitated 
the step. The following estract from a letter will illustrate how 


certain war is anticipated by both Japanese and foreigners at 
‘Nagasaki : 
“ According to the Governor of Nagasaki’s notification, a8 soon as war 
is dectared, all foreigners, of whatever nation, must leave in forty-eight 
hours; excepting the Russians in port, as they have the war steamer 
“America here repeiring, and all the crew and guns are on shore at Inasia 
Temple. I think the reason why the Japanese allow the Russians to 
remain is because they are afraid, as they have » large squadron in 
the seas. 
“ All the forts and batteries outside at the entrance of the harbour have 
just received large numbers of guns, and the men in them reinforced. New 
feries are also being commenced on several commanding points on the 
hills around the bay. At the iron factory, hundreds of men are employed 
casting shot, | Everywhere preparations are being made for mating a 
desperate resistance in case of attack from the English ; 20 that I think it 
was bad policy on the part of Colonel Neale to grant a further extension 
of time. Daily we obserre bands of armed men coming in from every 
quarter, while the inhabitants of the city and adjacent villages are fast 
clearing out. The ordinary class of labourers and coolies refuse to work 
for us; they prefer remaining all day long idling on the Bund, in the 
chance of plundering the Settlement, than to go on board ship to work. 
‘We used to pay for coolie hire at the rate of 2} itziboos for six men, they 
now ask an itziboo each. Our own servants are all running away into the 
country, and in a few days we shall have to do all the work we require 
ourselves. Freights are daily rising; the steamer Hellespont, Captain 
Mooney, loaded at $10 per ton for your port. Holders of Japan produce 
are likely to make large profits at Shanghaty and there will be nothing 
doing for some time but shipping all the export cargo that is ready. 
‘Tonnage continues very scarce, and agents of ships are asking extrava- 


gantly high rates. 

“The ships of war in re after the French steamer iz lea 
will be as follows : .S. Rattter, Captain Howard; Ringdove, 
tain Brown; H.N.M.S. Vice-Admiral Koopman, Captain Bi 
H.LF.M.S. Dordogne, Lieutenant Vid H.LR. Amerika, 
Captain Bautlin; and the Manjoory. Also the Japanese steamers, Sha 
tung and Sir Charles Forbes. Ubtar that the Governor of Nagasaki is 
anxious to sell the Shantung, as he is afraid that’s soon as war is declared 
the English will seize ber. She will, no doubt, be a good prize for the 
Rattler and Ringdove, as she cost the Japanese Government $135,000 
paid in hard cash, She is nowin command of a Ruzeian officer; and has 
made the voyage from Nagasaki to Yedo andback. The Prince of Satsuma 
bought the steamers Contest and Sir George Grey for $95,000 each. The 
steamers Kumsing, Hellespont, and Stork (late H.M.S. Beagle) are here 
for sale, but owing to the unsettled state of affairs they are not likely to be 
sold, The City of Nantes arrived this morning ; and in the afternoon an 
accident happened on board.. One of the eoolies while employed passing 
up cargo, fell over the stage into the hold and was killed instantly. It is 
anticipated that the Japanese authorities will make some fuss about it, or 
at all events give considerable annoyance to the British Consul, as they 
say the man was knocked down by a negro in Alt and Co.'s employ. 
Great credit is due to Mr. Morrison during these ‘troublous times,’ ‘br 
all that he has done to protect British interests, and indeed the general 
bare of the foreign community, for which he is entitled to their best 

nk.” 
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ROTIFICATION, 
To the British Community at Nagasaki. 

The undersigned, Her Britannic Majesty's Consul, has received a com- 
munication from the Governor of Nagasaki, to the effect that much excite- 
ment prevails in the town, in consequence of many rumours regarding an 
unfavourable progress of negotiations with the British authorities at Yedo, 
in consequence of which a patrol has been appointed for the protection, 
night and day, of the foreign quarter. 

The community at Oroma bas in general better meat f information 
on local topics than Her Majesty's Consul, and hus equal means of esti- 
mating the various rumours which circulate, As far as the Consul has 
been able to gather, they indicate a conviction on the part of all Japanese, 
from the governor downwards to the water carriers, that the demands 
made by Her Majesty's Clargé d'Affaircs on the Gth ult., and to which a 
definite reply was required in twenty days, would be rejected, and that an 
altempt to enforce them would be resisted. On this subject, however, 
the Consul is bound to inform the community that he has received no fur. 
ther information or instructions from Her Majesty's Chargé d’ Affaires than 
those which he made known to them on the 14th ult, On that occasion 
(he mayremind them) he was directed to state that the Commander-in-Chief 
would take such measures for the protection and defence of British subjects 
in Japan as by him might be considered expedient or practicable, Never- 
theless the Consul has not neglected to draw the attention of Her Ma- 
jesty’s Charsé d’ Affaires to the dangerous situation in which this com- 
munity would be placed by the hostility or fanaticism of the Japanese 
soldiery being aroused, while for his own pact, as the community is aware, 

considered himself justified and necessitated for the public security 
the step pertaining to him for the detention of Her Majesty's 
Swallow aud Ringdove. He has, further, neglected no. means in 



























his power to obtain information affecting the interest of Her Majesty's 
subjects at the port, and at the proper time to obtain from the Governor 
such positive intelligence as he was willing to communicate, and such ex- 
planation as he was able to afford of the public excitement. 

It was not to be expected that the Governor would afford any very pre- 
cisé imferatation, but the consul has been able to gatier that he shares the 
publie apprehensions as to the issue of negotiations, and the comsul kas 
no confidence in his power to suppress excesses on the of the soldi 
or other disorderly ebaracters, while his vohantary establishment of a 
for the fereign quarter is evidence of his belief in the existence of suck 
danger. The Governor has admitted that he fears the negotiations will 
not terminate satisfactorily ; that (with all of us) he ardently hopes they 
may, and he has promised to inform the consul the moment that positive 
information of any nature reaches him, if favourable for the quieting of 
apprehension ; if unfavourable, that British subjects may provide for their 

rsonal safety, Her Majesty’s Consul is disposed to place the utmost 
Riith in the good disposition of the Governor and officers of the Tycoon’s 
Government towards foreigners, but is bound to confess his doubts as to 
their power of control over the existing sources of danger. 

It remains for the community to decide for themselves on the advisa- 
bility, or otherwise, of preparing themselves for any emergency that may 
arise, by providing for the safety of their most valuable property, and 
holding themselves in readiness to embark on board ships at the shortest 
notice, for it must be apparent to all that, with the small force at his dis-

To the British Community at Nagasaki. 

Her Majesty's Consul has received instructions from Her Majesty's 
Chargé d’ Affaires in Japan. to make known to the British community at 
this port, that at the urgent solicitations of the authorities at Yedo, he bas 
aecorded an additional period of 15 days (te May 11th, inst. inclusive) for the 
final and categorical answer to the demandsmade upon the Japanese Govern- 
ment. At the expiration of that period, if no satisfactory settlement has been. 
arrived at, the same contingency as to the commencement of coercive 
measures on the part of the squadron under the command of Rear- 
‘Admiral Kuper, and the same risk of danger to the foreign residents at 
the open poris of Japan, will as heretofore prevail. The Consul would 

ain, therefore, earnestly impress upon British subjects the desirability 
of their making use of the interval to take all the precautions and make 
all the arrangements in their power for the safety of their property and 

sons under any contingency that may arise, and the necessity of hold- 
ing themselves in readincss to embark on board ship at the shortest notice. 
He would further clearly impress upon them that mo more assistance can 
be expected on an emergency from the naval forces present, than to pro 
tect the embarkation of individuals unimpeded by baggage. 

The Consul has the satisfaction of announcing that the Admiral intends. 
to despatch a ship of war to this port as soon as any coercive measures 
may be undertaken, but the presence of a single vessel is ihe extent of 
protection which can be afforded to this port. From the copy of a des- 
patch from Her Majesty's Chargé d’Affaires to H. M. Consul at Kana- 
gawa, the community will gather that the demands of Her Majesty's Go- 
yernment are peremptory, and will not admit of refusal or evasion without 
entailing a resort to force. 

In conclusion, the Consul earnestly recommends Her Majests’s subjects. 
to avoid as much as possible exposing themselves to the risk of collision 
with the strange soldiery in and about this neighbourhood, and with 
this view, to abstain from unnecessary traversing the town; for it is not 
reasonable to expect that in the present excited state of the time, the 
Civil Government is as powerful for protection as in ordinary times. It 

all to practice the utmost forbearance and discretion pending 
\nticipated, rememberin3 that it is not only our individual safety 
is concerned, but, in a fer or less degree, the conduct of any one 
person may affect the safety of the whole foreign community.

The following is from the China Mail :— 


“The danger which was foreseen is, that the terms of the ultimatum 
may be so far departed from as to cast doubts both upon English promises 
and threats, and to give the Japanese courage for the perpetration of future 
acts of patriotism or insolence—according to the view that may be taken 
of those Prince Satsuma cannot very well be taken into favour 
without making some very adequate amends for the conduct of his retainers, 
and the only alternative open to us will be to resume pacific rel 
with the Tycoon’s Government, leaving Satsuma out of the reconciliation, 
and dealing with him ourselves as we shall consider best. The reports 
go on to say that a civil war in Japan is deemed inevitable, and this gives 
strength to our hypothesis, At the same time, even in the cause of 
humanity, a foreign war would be better than the civil strife that is 
said to be on the point of breaking out. It is a pity that we cannot 
trade with a people without also being the direct means of bringing upon 
the country all the horrors of a civil war. Not that the world would be 
touch the worse if one-half of the Daimios with their retainers were de- 
stroyed by the other half. ‘There is no royal road to free institutions and 
civil liberty, and if these bons are ever to be possessed by the Japanese 
the stages necessary for their attainment must all be duly t 3 and 
we rather think that years of bloodshed lie between the feudal wocracy 
of Japan and the present stage of Europ2an advancement. All that we 
want, however, is access to the country for peaceful purposes of every kind. 
If we are determined to retain a position in the country it is clear that acts 
of hostility must be resented, and that without abatement of any portion of 
the penalty that is demanded. If the Japanese are allowed to ride easily 
through a crisis like the present, they will be entitled to hope that future 
difficulties will be as easily overcome.”

PEEING. 

Mr. W. C. Milne, Assistant Secretary to the British Legation, 
died ina fit while sitting al table. He was formerly attached to 
the London Mission Society, and has written successfully on sub- 
jects connected with China. At the time of his death he was also 
in charge of the student interpreters at Peking. ‘Ihe Legation 
loses, by his death, a valuable servant, whose place it will not 
be easy to fill from the slendor staff of consular interpreters. 
‘Mr, Milne was deservedly esteemed by all who had the pleasure 
of knowing him, whether privately or officially; his loss is, 
therefore, sincerely regretted. 

TIEN-TSIN. 

The Nyen-fei marauders have disappenred from the neigh- 
bourhood, and business has taken an active turn in consequence. 
Foreign merchants are continuing to build, though it cannot be 
said that there is much activity displayed in the erection of 
premises by foreigners, The annual races came off on May 
12th and the two following days; the weather was fine, and 
Chung-how, the Port Commissiouer, honoured the mectiag with 
his presence. 





SHANGHAI, 

A brutal murder had been committed in an Lote! in the French 
Concession, A ruffian named Bulkly, in the course of a dispute 
with the master (McKinnon) of the Emily Banning, drew a 
revolver and mortally wounded him. The greatest indiguation 
was felt among the forcign community at the perpetration of 
such an outrage ; the American resideuts met and voted $5,000 ; 
$3,000 of which was to he offered for the capture of the mur- 
derer, who had escaped—$2,000 to be given to the murdered 
man’s widow. The officers aud crew of the American ship 
Ringleader have reached Shanghai in safety, with the exception 
of two seamen who were drowned. The vessel was wrecked on 
the South west end of Formosa. 


CAPTURE OF TAI-TBAN. 

With regard to the rebels, we have to report the capture of 
Quin-san by the Anglo-Chinese contingent, under Major Gordon. 
This city is situated between ‘Tai-tsan and Soochow. ‘The fol- 
Jewing notice of its capture is from tie North-China Herald :— 
“Jt appears that this place is surrounded with stockades of a 
formidable character, chiefly built of granite. The attack was 
begun on those on the south side of the walls, from which the 
rebels were speedily driven. The force then marched round to 
the west side and sncceeded in taking the stockades there. 
Major Gordon with a rapidity of movement unknown 
in Chinese warfare, immediately led his troops along 
the only road leading to Soochow, along the east bank 
of the creek, which at this point becomes a broad and deep 
river—the Hyson, armed steamer, accompanying the force. Ou 
the road he captured three stone forts; and afterwards en- 
countered a body of some 15,000 rebels, whom he attacked and 
defeated with great loss to them. He then proceeded in the 
Hyson to reconuoitre the country in the viciuity of Soochow, 
coming within view of the walls of that famous city. ‘The 
steamer then returned to where the force stood, when they 
marched to the attack of Quinsan, which was being evacuated 
by the garrison, A number escaped, but many yielded sub- 
mission to their captors. Then followed the taking of the 
strongest rebel post near Soochow, with the loss of only a few 
killed and wounded, while on the Taiping side the loss is esti- 
mated by thousauds. This rebel force was chiefly composed of 
picked men from Soochow, under the leadership o° the Moo- 
wang, who, it is said, has himself been cut off. .There was 
scarcely any loot found in Quinsan, as it was purely a garrison 
town ; having a manufactory for ordnance, shot, and shell. 
Two good ]8-pounders were found in the place, which had been 
worked by foreigners. 

At last, H.M.’s 3ist Regiment are returning to England 
after an absence of nearly ten years. However, the whoie force 
are not taking advantage of leaving China for the mother coun- 
try: about 200 non commissioned officers and privates remain 
to try their fortunes in Shanghai, of whom 100 are in the 
municipal police force. The remainder, between 600 and 700 
strong, will proceed in the sailing ships Caroline Coventry and 
West Derby, in about three weeks, to be landed at Portsmouth. 
The Goritia, also, ia chartered to take the Sth Bombay N.LI 
to India, and are expected to leave in a week. The Shanghai 
garrison will then comprise the 67th head-quarters, a portion 
of the 22nd, and the 2nd Belooch regiment.

It appears that foreigners 
are employed to collect the local taxes, and two of these per- 
sons had entered the market premises of Mr. Smith, although 
warned against it. They were warned by the Consul not to 
repeat it.

The following notification bas appeared from the office of 
Maritime Customs, sigued by H. Tudor Davies, Commissioner ; 
—* His Excellency the Superintendent of Customs of Shanghai 
desires to notify the foreign community that by agreement be- 
tween the Chivese and foreign high authorities at Peking, the 
following modification has beau made of that part of the treaties 
of Tien-tsin under which duty-paid imports, carried coastwise, 
have been heretofore cleared at the second port of entry by 
exemption certificates :—On and after the Ist June no more 
exemption certificates will be issued by the Customs, but any 
merchant re-exporting imports as above, their marks being 
unchanged and the conditions of the treaty affecting them 
otherwise being fulfilled, will receive instead a drawback, on 
the face of which it will be stated that the same may be 
tendered by any werchant in payment of any duties, whether 
import or export, within the port at which it is issued; but 
that it will not be a valid tener in payment of duties at any 
other port.” 

The new stermer Wan-loong-fei has just returned from a 
trip into the silk districts, at present in occupation of the 
rebels, A correspondent obligingly sent us the following 
remarks upon the state of the new crop; and the peaceable 
condition of the rebels, not only amongst the inhabitants, but 
towards foreigners who visit the district for commercial 
purposes :—“ ‘The silk is backward, but in fair quantity; a 
week more ought to bring it down here. The rebels I fuand 
well fed, well clothed, perfectly civil, and very obliging. No 
attempt was made to molest or alarm us,” 

Some time ago, reports arrived in this country with regard 
to cruelties iflicted upon ‘Taiping prisoners: these reports 
were not substantiated. Since the capture of Taitsan, however, 
it appears that several acts of cruelty have come to light, which 
are of a nature disgraceful to humanity. The following letter 
to the Daily Skipping News of Shanghai will show what is 
narrated on the sulject :— 


“ Much has been said of the innate cruelty of the rebels in China, and 
arguments innumerable have been derived therefrom, favouring the intro- 
duction of a foreign element to crush the rebellion. We question much, 
however, whether a more diabolical act has ever been comi 
which took plaze after the capture of Taitsan. Some Imperial soldiers, 
it appears, touk seven rebels prisoners. After piercing their eyes out with 
arrows, they saturated their clothes with oil, then applying fire, roasted the 
miserable wretches alive. This is no idle tale, more than one Englishman 
saw the deed done and heard the cries of the unhappy victims, powerless 
alike to help or sare. It is of little use to expatiate upon the exquisite 
pain this mo.le of torture must have caused. Retribution should be ex- 
acted, and that speedily.” 

To this letter a reply was made by an officer who was pre- 
sent ; he denies the assertions about the oil being used, but 
what he admits having seen is sufficiently bad to call for inter- 



















ference. He says— 


“ Seven rebel prisoners, who escaped from Taitsan, were captured by 
the Imperialists, and brought into the Chinese camp near Wy-con-sin, 
where a ficld force, consisting of Royal Artillery, the 3tst Regiment, and 
the Beloochzes, was at the time stationed, affording ‘moral support’ to the 
disciplined Chinese when they were attacking Taitsan. These seven 
prisoners were condemned to death by Chinese martial law. About 
eleven in the forenoon they were each ticd to a stake, and each had four 
small arrows with little flags at the end (official emblems of death) stuck 
into them. In no instance was any injury whatever done their eyes. They 
were kept thus exposed to public gaze until sunset, when they were taken 
down and beheaded in the ordinary way. While they were tied up, they 
gave no external manifestations of suffering; on the contrary, they seemed 
to display remarkable indifference.” 

It will be scen that the writer was surprised at the indiffe- 
rence displayed by the suffering victiins, which confirms the 
belicf that there was torture sufficient to Jead to the expectation 
of a display, by the sufferer, of anything but indiffereuce. 

Mr. Wellington E. Ayers committed suicide at Hankow on the 
18th May.

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HANKOW. 
The market would not open until the arrival of the contract 
teas, and no additional chops had yet arrived. Prices would 
probably range high, as teas lay down from the country at 34 
taels, which, with a £10 freight, is equal to 2s. 4d. sterling ; 
with these rates ruling, no profit was anticipated. It is the 
very high prices paid by the Shan-si men, who are the buyers 
for Russia, which has made the leaf cost so much in the 
country. These buyers have succeeded in purchasing about 
two-thirds of the first crop leaf, which will make fine teas 
scarce in England. This is the first time that the Shan-si men 
have gone in for fine first crop tea. Heretofore, they have been 
satisfied with buying second crop, or No. 2 quality teas. This 
change is occasioned either through an improvement in the taste 
of the Russians, or the satisfactory result of the 
fine teas sent from England to Russia last season, 
inducing Russian merchants to order first qualities them- 
selves, It is not unlikely that the trade in England, 
rather than pay the necessary price to make a profit on 
a first shipment from Hankow, will go in for second crop teas, 
which will probably be plentifuland good. There isa difference 
of opinion as to the quality of this season's {eas as compared 
with last, The truth seems to be that in some respects they 
are superior, and in other inferior. They are generally very 
well made, well twisted leaf, and not badly picked; though 
there is room for improvement in that respect, as the brownish 
leaves are rather plentiful. They are mostly of the smuall, 
blackish style of leaf, not the true large Oopack leaf, which is 
mostly liked, The flavour is fine, better than last season, but 
thin—a great fault. Our last season teas were made much of, 
ou account of the strength; and this season that excellent 
- quality is rare. Altogether, whether equal to last season or 
not, they are said to be below the average, not above it. 


KIUKIANG, 
Business was unusually dull, especially in imports, for which 
the demand was slack. In exports very few transactions had 
taken place. The trade in tea was seriously affected by the 
new customs regulations which limit the time of receiving the 
drawback of the coast-trade duty to one month after the ar- 
rival of the teas at Shanghai; and compel the exporter to pay 
duty a second time, if not shipped within three months. These 
stringent regulations have checked shipments to a large extent. 
The management of the customs at riverine ports continued a 
source of complaint. The last eccentricity has been committed 
by the Taotai at Kiukiang, who had come to an arrangement 
with two or three compradores of foreign hongs, in virtue of 
which they farm the collectorate of the opium duty for one- 
third of the revenue. These compradores deal in the drug too, 
-and have, of course, greater advantages in disposing of their 
consignments than those who do not belong to their association. 
The houses whose compradores belong to it do not kick against 
it ; but as soon as the “Union” has squeezed enough dollars 
to import opium from Shanghai in quantities, they as well as 
other foreigners will be in no very favourable position to com- 
pete in the market. It was hoped that an arrangement would 
be made to put a stop to it before it reaches this point. The 
steamer Elfin had been detained for having evaded the customs 
at Chin-kiang. Accounts continued to come in from the tea 
districts announcing that there would be a late crop. 


NINGPO. 

The French force garrisons Shao-shing, and Sao-tsan was 
hold by the Anglo-Chinese. Blame seems to be attached to 
the Taoutee for his parsimoniousness in supplying funds for 
enlisting men, and recruits have to bo sought for among the 
islands of the Chusan Archipelago—brave fellows enough, but 
a set of piratical scoundrels. Complaint has been also made 
of unfair playin the division of loot taken at Shang-yu and 
Shao-shing, the French tenaciously holding on to all they have 
fingered. The taking of loot, it is to be feared, has, except under 
the strictest regulations and in justifiable circumstances, a de- 
moralising effect upon the troops. 

AMOY AND FOO CHOW.

SWATOW. 

Considerable excitement had been caused by the action of 
H.M’s Consul in reference to the new site for a foreign scttle- | 
ment. It appears that when it was determined to quit Double 
Island, the American Consul chose for himself a site on the 
south side of the river, while H.M.’s Consul selected the 


them. 





“ Kailut site” on the north, The U.S, Consul, Mr, Bradley, 


exerted himself in numerous ways to induce the English com. 
tounity to settle on his side, where he has Lought up the land, 
A Chinaman, partner, it is said, in Mr. Bradley’s business, 
claimed the Kailut site, but a mandarin was sent from Canton 
to investigate the matter, and his visit issued in the site being 
leased, in perpetuity, to the British Government. But oppo- 
sition did not end here, An attempt being shortly afterwards 
made to survey the site, a band of Chinese were brought from 
the neighbouring town, and they offered such serious molesta- 
tion to the surveying party that the latter had to retire. The 


astute Chinaman before alluded to was, no doubt, the instigator 
of the row. 


It is therefore surmised that the baffled British 
Consul has gone over to the side where all the land has been 


bought up by Messrs. Bradley and Co., who desire upon it the 
moderate profit of five hundred per cent. 


The Consul has 

acted weakly in the matter, and so, we think, has Sir F. Bruce, 
in giving his sanction to the change. 
HONG-KONG. 

Tn consequence of the facts which came out on the late trial 

of four of the crew of the Beatrice for murder, reported in our 

last issue, no insurance-office would take risks on her so long as 


she was in charge of her prescut master ; the master thereupon 


failing to demand an inquiry, Messrs, Smith, Kennedy and Co.

about the hour of suuset. 
THE AMERICAN MINISTER IN JAPAN, 
(Overland Trade Report) 

We do not know whether our readers have heard the rumours 
which are current relative to the business qualifications of Mr, 
Pruyn, the United States Minister at Yedo. It would seem 


certain that this honourable individual has obtained the 


lucrative appointment of broker for the Japan Government for 
the purchase and supply of steamers and muvitions of war. Of 
this broad fact we believe there cau be no doubt whatever, but 
regarding some of the operations reported, the stories current 
do not agree. For instance, one story runs that he effected the 
sale of the steamer Ly-ee-moon, and pocketed $50,000 by the 
operation, which, as he received as a commission, the late 
owners claim. Another story contradicts this to a certain 
extent, by a statement that the purchase was negotiated through 
a broker at Shanghai named Rogers, who was employed by 
Messrs. Allmand and Co., of Yokuhama. But then a third 
story is told that Messrs, Allmand and Co. are Mr, Pruyn’s 
agents. 

We have already had our say respecting American diplomacy 
in the Far East, and we would be spared the trouble of re 
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capitulating all we have more than once stated. Suffice it for 
our present purpose to remark that, we are under the conviction 
that United States diplomacy in Yedo has been made sub- 
servient to the Japanese institution of assassination, 

We say it is clear, abundantly so, that the United States 
Minister had an assurance from some reliable source of im- 
munity from this diabolical political weapon, and that on con- 
sideration thereof, he screened to the utmost of his power the 
Japanese Government from the consequences of that series of 
wilful murders which have made their name so execrable and 
notorious. And if we be right in the course of reasoning which 
we decm inductive, whereby we have arrived at this conclasion, 
it follows necessarily that United States diplomacy in Japan 
has been evoked systematically to encourage assassination. 

We saw it stated in the London Times lately that General 
Butler, of New Orleans notoriety, entertained tho same feel- 
ings towards the English as Marshal Haynau must have che- 
rished towards Messrs. Barclay, Perkins, and Co.’s operatives. 
Inasmuch as the aspirations of United States diplomacy in 
Japan are entirely devoted to counteracting British interests, 
it cannot be said that Butler is by any means singular either 
in his ideas, or more unscrupulous than his fellows in carry- 
ing them out. 

It may be foolish, and we feel sure it is so, for United 
States diplomacy in these regions to place itself in antagon- 
ism with British diplomacy, because so long as the English 
aim at no exclusive advantage, their policy subserves United 
States interests as well as it does our own. But considering 
the contemptible figure which “ Yankee” diplomatists have 
ever cut here, and the lamentable failure they have always 
made in their attempts to command respect at Peking and 
Yedo, we are not surprised at the antagonism being perpetu- 
ated by the class of politicians from United States represen- 
tatives of the national dignity who are chosen, 

But when the point at issue comes to be assassination as a 
political weapon, then a very diflerent stand-point has to be 
taken. It is in this view of the case that we utterly condemn 
Mr. Pruyn’s position at Yedo. It is bad enough that the Japa- 
nese government should have the conviction forced upon them, 
that Western civilisation can be made to subserve all that the 
allayiog of cacoethes of the palm is a panacea for the recoil of 
that virtuous indignation which has been so often prated in their 
ears, is really humiliating to reflect upon. 

No wonder that Mr. Pruyn was absent from a conference 
which was lately held at Yokuhama by the representatives of 
the Treaty Powers. The marvel is that they would assent to 
meet him, There is no doubt that a good deal of ill feeling 
exists at present on the part of Americans against the British 
in consequence of the depredations committed by the Alabama 
and Ficrida, The equipment of those craft was not against 
international law, but was against the Foreign Enlistment Act. 
Of this the Federal Government cannot complain, because 
they themselves have been habitually and systematically violating 
that Act. 

Still we admit that the feeling is natural, but we never 
expected to see it going the length of speculating in Americans 
taking service in Japanese employ, and equipping as cruisers 
against British commerce some of the steamers which the 
Japanese have lately been buying. Amongst a certain class of 
Americans this is now the talk—it is but talk, and very absurd 
talk, too—but still at the same time it should be marked, 
because in these matters the wish is generally the mother to the 
thought. 

Under such circumstances we were somewhat surprised at 
reading the following in Messrs. Parker and Co's. last freight 
circular :— The prospect of hostilities between Great Britain 
and Japan has improved the prospects of American vessels for 
business in Chinese waters, as it is feared that in case of open 
war, the many steamers recently purchased by the Government 
and the Daimios of Japan, will be sent into the China Sea to 
prey upon British commerce. Already a preference is shown to 
neutral flags for coast business, particularly by the Chinese.” 
The reader will mark the word “feared,” and also the fact 
averred of the Chinese being the shippers most alarmed. We 
do not think that Mr. Torrey need be under much apprehension, 
and unless he alarms the Chinese with the shadow he has 
raised, we fancy they will not take fright without some equally 
valid show of reason. 

This kind of dodge is fair enough in trade under some cir- 
cumstances, and we like to seea man stand up for his own 
nationality ; but Mr. Torrey should remember that he is in a 








British colony, and that being by no means popular with his 
own countrymen, he relies on British support. We are sure 
that he is not the man to sanction or support the Japanese in 
their diabolical practices, no matter if a fleet of Alabamas 
slided on their trial trips and became destroyers ; but we aro 
equally sure that the information he gives is all bosh, whether 
he be the hoaxer or the hoased, and in pointing the subject 
out to him we need scarcely add we are performing a friendly 
duty, which he will fully appreciate and remember. 


THE PHILIPPINES. 
MANILA, 

The telegram which announces the destruction of Manila by 
carthquake, with 10,000 native inhabitants, turns out, as we 
anticipated, to have been an exaggeration of the facts, which 
were as follows :— 

“On the 3rd of June, at half-past seven in the evening, 
a circumambient flame was seen to rise from the earth 
and gird the city of Manila (the “Beauteous Flower of 
the East,” as she is finely and poetically designated by 
her possessors), and at the same time a most terrific 
quaking of the earth took place. It lasted scarcely a minute, 
but in that short space nearly the whole of Manila was re- 
duced to a heap of ruins, The abomination of desolation has 
taken possession of her palaces, her temples, and her dwelling- 
places, and death and destruction have ridden triumphantly 
over the land. Upwards of a thousand have been killed, and 
many thousands wounded, but it is impossible to say or to 
estimate. Scarcely an edifice has escaped without dead or 
wounded. The good priests, their choristers and sacristans, 
and the faithful who were hearing the vespers of Corpus Christi, 
have been nearly all buried and suffocated under the ruins of 
the cathedral and other churches, The only church that 
escaped wholly is San Augustin, the same that withstood the 
tremendous shock of 1645. The Palace and nearly all the 
public and private, as well as commercial edifices, have either 
been thrown down or shaken from their foundations. Not 
fa single foreigner was killed, but two were seriously hurt, though 
not dangerously. ‘The Rodriguez property, left tothe British 
nation, and where the British Consulate was, has been entirely 
destroyed, and is nothing but a mass of ruins. Spanish subjects 
of all classes, during this great and sudden trial, acted admi- 
rably, ‘The Governor-General and the Archbishop set a 
brilliant example, which was copied nearly by all, of calmness, 
fortitude, resignation, and energetic sympathy. 

“The city, after the occurrence, was neatly deserted, lest there 
should be a repetition, for, at the slightest shock, the remaining 
edifices threatened to fall. Before the earthquake took place, 
sulphurous odours were perceived, rumbling like the firing of 
ordnance, and the approach of locomotives! The flame that 
surrounded the city was scen from the Bay to ascend towards 
the sky ; and another, a triple snaked one, came from the land 
over the water to the shipping, and threw them up at least two 
or three feet ; while on shoro the carth has everywhere sunk at 
least two feet. The residents had experienced considerable 
sickness and nervousness, partly attributable to the charged 
state of the atmosphere.” 

The following is another account of this disastrous affair from 
Captain Winchester, of the Caribbean, lying in the harbour at the 
time :—“ At half-past seven in the evening, I was on deck, and 
observed a white sheet of foum, or something like it, flying 
towards the ship, travelling about SE. to N.W,, it struck the 
ship with such violence that she made a plunge and bounded 
over it, causing her to shake and vibrate as though striking on 
ahard bottom, the sca boiling up on both sides with great 
commotion, and appearing white, as though we were in a field 
of snow; on shore, I saw flashes of fire travelling in the same 
direction, and upwards, having the appearance of a bullet skip- 
ping over the water, and throwing it spraysas it went. The 
whole appearance was grand and terrible, lasting to our view 
about one minute ;—there were two other slight shocks, at half- 
past eleven and threc in the morning. Daylight showed us the 
fine cathedral, churches, and public buildings on which the sun 
had set in splendour the night before, lying in ruins, I went 
on shore, and looked with amazement at the devastation of one 
minute ; the foundations of the harbour, and quays about the 
harbour-master’s office, had sunk about four feet, the sea 
flowing through the streets: in the city, nothing could be 
seen but ruins, from the Governor's palace to the peasant’s 
hut ; the streets all strewed with furniture crushed and broken, 
from a costly piano to a Chinaman’s stool, soldiers and others 
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‘busy digging out and carrying away une dead and dying from 
tho ruins. Tasked an officcrgof the carb.’ eye Spanish regi- 
ment stationed here, how many were killea ; he said it was 
not yet known, already 576 had been buried, but the barracks, 
hospitals, gaols, market-place, and tobacco factories had yet to 
be cleared away, and he believed the mortality could Pe no- 
thing less than 2,000. Several priests, and a number f 
other persons were killed in the cathedral, while celebrat- 
ing the eve of Corpus Christi, tho following being a great 
day of festival. I found the British Consulate, like other 
parts of the city, completely in ruins, burying our ship’s 
‘papers ; but, strange to say, opposite the Consul’s seat hung 
the portrait of Her Majesty Qucen Victoria, that portion of 
the wall standing like a pinnacle with picture suspended on it 
uninjured, as if looking down on the devastation, and under it 
was the iron safe belonging to the Consul, supported in its place 
by the ends of some planks, and almost giving one the idea of 
a special protection over British property. Many of the Eu- 
ropeans were injured by jumping from their windows and bal- 
conies into the streets, but I understand that only one Eng- 
lishman has lost his life. The iuhabitants are mostly lying 
under tents in the fields, expecting a repetition of the shock in 
fa few days. The city is a heap of ruins, burying under the 
wreck all its wealth and its merchandise; fortunately the 
weather has been dry ever since ; had it been otherwise, much 
if uot all of this property must have been injured and de- 
stroyed before it could have been rescued and brought under 





cover. Vessels of a light draught are much wanted here as 
store-ships.” 

JAVA, 

BATAVIA. 


A very large and much-respected sugar firm, with liabilities 
toza large amount, has failed. 

‘The Governor-General was still absent on his tour through 
Java. An expedition against Pooloh Nias had been organised, 
and two steamers and a sailing vessel with a couple of com- 
panies of European and native soldiers had left Padang for that 
island. 

Business continued dull. The crushing season had lately 
commenced, and the luxurious condition of the sugar cane pro- 
mised a rich harvest. 

The American whaling ship Newark from New Bedford was 
lost on the 24th April, on the east coast of Sandalwood Island. 
She had a cargo of 1,700 barrels sperm oil on board. The 
captain and crew (all saved) on arriving on shore with their 
effects, were scized and everything taken from them excepting 
the clothes they had on. The crew managed to get to Soura- 
Daya and from thence to Batavia, where the ship was sold by 
order of the consul, at auction, for 950 guildera, 





MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE, 

The residents had been glad to learn that the Duke of New- 
castle had pronounced himself favourable to their early transfer ; 
but there was little doubt that receipts would exceed the esti- 
mated sum submitted to his Grace. There was a great im- 
provement in revenue on the spirit farms. The colonial office 
would have abundance of money to go upon. 

The death of the Bandahara Muda, or reigning Sovereign, is 
announced. There were only four days between the deaths of 
father and son. The Bandahara Muda left no children old 
enough to succeed him, and Wan Ahmet would probably be 
allowed peaceably to assume supreme power, as Regent, during 
the minority of the prozer heirs, Some arrangement of this 
kind would be supported by the Government of the Straits. 

The expedition to Gunong Poulai had reported that the hill 
‘was too far removed and too difficult of access to be made a 
sanitarium, 

On the epplication of Captain Robinson, of the British barque 
Cleveland, which, on her way from Shanghai loaded with a cargo 
of tea for New York, ran ashore on Tanzong Bolus, Her Majesty’s 
steamer Rifleman was despatched to render assistance, apd the 
‘vessel was speedily got off without apparent injury, and pro 
ceeded on her voyage. The route taken by the Cleveland is 
rather an unusual one, as it is customary for vessels from 
China bound home to procecd through Sunda Straits at all 
seasons of the year. 

The American steamer Che Kiang, Captain E. Dexter Wads- 
worth, froua New York with dates to 30th March, having called 


ab Cape St, Vincent, Simon’s Bay, and Mauritius, arrived in th 
harbour on the 10th ins” : :

The British ship Sovereign of India, Captain W. Scott, with 
troops en route to Shanghai, in charge of Lieut. Metcalf and 
Dr. Craigh, anchored in the roads on June 10th. She landed, 
ten convicts, Chinese and Malays, whose periods of transporta- 
tion to Bombay have expired.

PENANG, 

‘The Govertior had left fur England. Previous to the de- 
parture of his Excellency, 8 native deputation waited on him 
to express regret at the event. Great inconvenience was falt- 
by the public by not having a fixed rate of exchange for ealeu-- 
lating the stainp duties. The Queen's birthday was a perfect 
gala day for planters merchants, and other inhabitants. ‘There - 
had been very sultry weather, followed by high wiuds and re- 
freshing showers.

CEYLON. 

Our advices are to July 10th. The Sikhs all refuse to labour. 
The planters were beginning to fear a great scarcity for the next 
crop. The sale of crown lands in the Western Province was 
steadily and satisfactorily increasing; but in the Central Pro- 
vince no bids were made. The company for lighting Colombo- 
with gas, and perhaps supplying it with water also, was in course 
of formation, Mr. Rust’s place in the Council had been sup- 
plied by the appointment of Mr. John Capper, editor of the 
Ceylon Times, It was rumoured that the 50th regiment would 
be shortly removed from Ceylon to Bangalore. Railway works: 
were progressing ; the line had been got into shape almost to 
the Kalany-ganga. ‘The finances of the colony were in a very 
favourable state. There would probably be an increase of nearly 
£101,000 in the first six months of this year, as compared 
with the corresponding period of last year, viz. :—In the ordi- 
nary revenue, including customs, of £50,000 ; and in the pearl 
fishery of £51,000 ; making a total increase of £101,000.

CHINA EXPORTS. 

‘Tea.—The business in the new Congous has it will be seen commenced 
in earnest at Foo-chow-Foo.

Macao.—New Tyshans, sales amount to 4,000 half-chests and 800 
boxes at 18.5 to 19.5 taels, leaving in stock 1,000 half-chests with 1,500 
half-chests old teas, which are being manufactured in Souchong and 
‘Powchong for the Straits, 

‘Canrow.—The settlements of Congou during the fortnight have been 
very limited ; offers have been made for several chops, but at rates below 
the idea of the teamen. There is no reliable information as to the coming 
crop, further than that some new Congous are expected towards the end of 
this month. A little more has been done in Tyshon than in Country 
Congous. In Scented Teas and Canton Greens a fair business has been 
done at previous rates. The following are the settlements for the fort- 
night :—Congous : 1 chop Honchow at 24 taels, 1,000 half-chests Canton 
packed at 28 taels, and 1,800 chests Tyshana, common to fair at 22 to 28 
taels. Scented Teas: 10,000 boxes Caper (new) at 22 to 28 taels for 
middling to good, and $1 to S2taels for finest—13,000 boxes Orange 
Pekoe at 24 taels for good middling mixed, 26 to 28 for good new, and 
92 tacls for finest. Canton Greens: 10,000 boxes Gunpowder at I1} to 
15 taels for low old and common, and 22 to 27 taels for fair to good new 
2,000 boxes Young Hyson at 17 to 20 taels for middling to good. 

SuancHat.—Black : Two settlements of Hohow at 15 to 17 tls, are 
the only transactions reported during the past fortnight, and the stock of 
old tea is now entirely exhausted. The new crop teas are now daily ex- 
pected from Hankow, where, by last advices, the market had just opened. 
Sadging from the musters that have been sent down as representing the 
bulk, the quality of the new teas is good, and the flavour very delicate, 
but the leat shows the hurried nature of the preparation. Shipments and 
settlements for the fortnight 1,584 chests, making a total to date of 289,696 
against 209,532 chests last season, Stocks nil. Green: The greater 
portion of the settlements reported below were made immediately be tor 
the departure of last mail, at rates equal to former quotations. The stocks 
are now very small, and entirely composed of common teas. Shipments 
and settlements for fortnight 13,610 half-chests, making a total to date of 
370,800 half. chests, against 341,133 half-chests last season. Stock, 5,000 
half-chests. 

Foo-cuow-Foo.—The market for Congous was opened on the 22nd 
ultimo, and a very large business has since been done, principally caused 
hy the necessity. imposed upon some firms to provide for their tonnage 
‘engagements by first clippers. Prices opened a! 34 to 96 for inferior to 
food Suey Kuts, and fine tens (especially thore with Souchong flavour) 

we advanced steadily, under the influence of strong competition, to 394 
taels for finest Kisows Hapyangs and other second clase descriptions began 
at 3] to 34, but as supplies have lately come in more freely, and there 
has not been 20 ouch competition for them, they have declined fully 
Steels. Regarding the quality of the crop, we have to add that the fine 
‘Sinchunes and Kisows are decidedly above the average, the first perhaps 
somewhat deficient in strength, but very well flavoured; and the latter, 
though in some instances showing that they have been injured by the 
rains, are both strong and well flavoured. All kinds however are more 
mixed in leaf than usual. Souchongs about 2,700 chests have arrived, and 
two or three parcels of inferior quality have been settled at 33.5 to 41. 
‘The owner asks 60 taels for the finest two chops that have arrived. 
Quality appears better than last year, and decidedly above the average. 
Pakoe only one parcel of the mixed leaf (Paklum) kind yet on the market. 
Golongs: The few lots that have arrived are of inferior quality, but have 
been taken readily at 28 to 24 taels. Scented: Those that have been 
abown areeither mixed with old tea, or the scent is of an inferior de- 
scription, the jasmine flowers not being sufficiently forward to produce 
the proper effect. The settlements of the new season’s tea to date are as 
under :— Congou : 52,300 chests, 34,300 half-chests, and 1,200 boxes at 
12 to 25 eels for flavory broken to mixed leaf; 26 to 92 taels for Yung- 
how and Sueykut (Srd aud Qnd class) ; 324 to 96 taels for fine Sueykut, 
Kaisow, and Sinchune; and 36.to 394 for finest Kisow and Sinchune. 
Souchong: 450 chests at 334 to 4] taels tor inferior to fair. Oolong: 
1,600 half-chests at 23 to 24 taels for inferior cargo. Scented Teas: 
700 boxes at 23 to 28 taels for fair leaf but inferior scent. The 
sock on the market isthus stated :—Congou, 7,090 chests new and 600 
do. old; Souchong, 1,800 chests; Flowery Pekoe, 950 chess; Oolong, 
1,300 half-chests; Scented Teas, 1,600 boxes. The arrival of new 
Congous to date amount to 76,800 chests for sale upon the market, and 
22,000 do, under contract ; together 98,900 chests against 54,900 chests 
corresponding period last season. 

Amor.—'I'ransactions in the new crop commenced on the 23th ultimo, 
and settlements to a moderate extent have taken place at gradually in- 
creased prices. The quality of the crop proves inferior to last season's, 
Congou: This description has attracted considerable attention, and prices 
have been steadily hardening in consequence. The present rates show 
an advance of fully €2 on opening quotations. Settlements amount to 
8,550 half.chests at $21.50 to 27.50 short, many of which have not yet 
arrived from the country. Total arrivals 2,860 half chests. Orange 
Pekoe: A trifling business has been done in this description, the opening 
of the market closely following that of Congou. Settlements consist of 
‘240 half-chests at €17 to 17.50 short, and 400 boxes at €23.50 short. 
Stock 1,780 half-chests and 316 boxes. Total arrivals 2,700 half chests. 
Oolongs, Ankois, and Capers: No musters are yet at hand, 

Kewx1axc.—Accounts continue to come in from the tea districts con- 
firming last report that it will be a late crop; so that we may not expect 
the market to be opened before the end of July or beginning of August. 
Asto the abundance of the crop, that will depend upon the growers being 
unmolzsted by the rebels. 

Hanxow. —Small musters of twenty-five chops of new tea had arrived 
up to date of last advices, No chops of tea had yet arrived, and the market 
vas not yet opened ; we think it cannot do so until after arrival of the 
Contract teas which will not be received for a week yet. Prices must be 
high, as teas lay down from the country at 34 taels, which with a £10 
freight, is equal to 2s. 4d. sterling. At such prices there can scarcely be 
any chance of profit. It is the very high prices paid by the Shan-si men 
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who are the ben for Russia, which has made the leaf cost so much in 
the country. These buyers have succeeded in purchasing about two- 
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thirds of the first crop leaf, which will make fine teas scarce in England. 
This is the first time that Shan-si men heave gone in for fine 
first crop tea. Heretofore they have been satisfied with buying 
second crop, o No. 2 quality teas. We suppose that this change is occa 
sioned either through an improvement in the Russians—or that the satis- 
factory result of the fine teas sent from England to Russia last season has 
induced Russian merchants to order first qualities themselves. It is 
unlikely that the trade in England, rather than pay the necessary price to 
make a profit on our first shipment from Hankow, will go in for second 
crop teas, which we dare say will be plentiful and good. There is a dif- 
ference of opinion as to the quality of this season’s teas as compared with 
last. The truth seems to be that in some respecis they are superior, and 
in other inferior, They are generally very well made, well twisted leaf, 
and not badly picked; though there is room for improvement in that 
respect, as the brownish leaves are ra’her plentiful. They are mostly of 
the small, blackish style of leaf, not the true large Oopack leaf which is 
best liked. The flavour is fine, better than last season, but thin—a great 
fault ; our last season teas were made much of, on account of the strength ; 
and this season that excellent quality is rare. Altogether, whether equal 
to last season or not, they are said to be below the average, not above it. 

Yoxunama —Some few new seacon musters are to hand, principally 
of very small parcels ; we trust, however, to be able to form a better idea 
of the crop within the next ten days. Our quotations are :— Ordinary to 
common, $5 to 11; good common to medium, $12 to 22; fine to finest, 
$28 to 30 per picul. 

Raw SILK.—Shanghai: The market has been completely cleared by 
the settlements of 50 bales, and at the present time there is not a bale 
remaining unsold. Several small musters of the new crop Tsatlees have 
been shown, and muster bales are daily looked for. They compare 
favourably with last season, with the eseepinn of the colour, which is 
rather inferior. The Tsatlee districts are the only ones from which re- 
ports are favourable, all the others are said to have suffered more or less 
In consequence of being disturbed by the rebels. The arrivals from 
Japan have been small, and by last advices there was but a trifling supply 
in the market. From the absence of stock, it is impossible to give the 
usual quotations. The transactions of the fortnight are reported at 500 
bales against 2,000 bales during corresponding fortnight of last season, 
and 1,000 bales during same period the season before. .There is now no 
stock remaining—same time last season there were 500 bales, and season 
before 3,000. 

Cantox.—The first yield of the new crop is at “market, but settle- 
ments are restricted to the purchase of 50 bales for shipment to Bombay. 
‘The following are the quotations given, which must be deemed nominal. 
Loonkong, No. 1 $425 to $480. No. 2 $415 to $420, Gowkong No. 3 
$870. Cumchook, rereeled $475. 

Macao.—Of the first crop of new silk only 20 piculs Cumchook were 
received here, which proved inferior in quality and are held at $400, the 
second crop will be down in a week or two; 0 far no transaction has 
taken place. 

YoxuHama.— Stocks very light, arrivals readily taken at full rates. We 
quote.—Mybashie, best parcels §520 to 540, medium, $480 to 500 ; infe- 
rior; §440 to 470 per picul. Ida, best parcels and medium, none; 
inferior, $880 to 400. Sodai, none. Coshio, none. Oshio, best parcels 
$500 to 520; medium, $460 to 480; inferior, $380 to 440. Hadchood- 
jie, $360 to 370 per picul. 

Daves, &c.—The following is the report upon the Canton market :— 
Cassia Lignea sales, 500 pls. to $15.50, stock 1,250 pls. Cassia Oil, still 
no supplies. Cassia Buds, the small lot named in last report is still on 
the market, $47 would buy it. Star Aniseed, still do supplies. Rhubarb 
is scarce and wanted. Gamboge, no stock, $35 to 45 is the quotation. 
China Roots, stock 300 pls. quotations $8.75 to 64.25. Galls, 100 pls. 
are on the market for which $18 is asked. 


CHINA IMPORTS. 
HONG KONG. 

Corron YaRn has again met with fair inquiry at this port during the 
past fortnight, and the value of the medium and higher numbers has ad- 
vanced still further. The sales of the fortnight are put at 300 bales; 
while in Canton, where a rise in price is also observable, the settlements 
are estimated at 250 bales. 

Grey Suintincs have been in very fair demand amongst native pur- 
chasers, and the market has been pretty freely met. Rates again, particu 
larly in respect to the heavier descriptions of goods, show some improve- 
ment, and the sales are estimated at 20,150 pieces on Chinese account, 
and some 17 600 taken by foreign purchasers on speculation. In Canton, 
1,000 pieces are reported to have changed hands. 

Wurre Suirtinas are in a very small stock, and the extreme 
demanded by holders of theso goods have the effect of checking con- 
sumption toa great extent. The sales reported in this colony are 545 
pieces. In Canton there has not been any business doing. 

T.-Ciorus have been purchased in Hong Kong by the consumers to 
the extent of 4,250 pieces, at prices which do not show any material change 
on the rates given in last circular. Some 10,000 pieces of these tabrics 
have likewise been taken upon foreign account, No sales have been re- 
ported from Canton. 

"AMERICAN DAILLS, which are held by one or two importers only, have 
not met with any sales, and the quotations remain almost nominally as 
before. 

Wuite Srorrep Smatincs, Dygp vo., Brocapgs, WHITE AND 
CoLounep.—The demand for these goods continues dull, and prices 
remain without improvement to notice. ‘The settlements of the fortnight 
in Hong Kong are estimated at 250 pieces of Dyed Spotted Shirtings and 
500 pieces of Coloured Brocades. In Canton, there appears to be no in- 
quity for these fabrics. ns 

Damasxs.—There are not any sales of these goods to notice either 
here or Canton. 

Cuintzee AND HANDKERCHIEFS.—The former have found purchasers 
in this colony to the extent of 1,500 pieces, prices remaining much as 
before quoted. In Handkerchiefs there are no transactions to notice, and 
in Canton they continue without inquiry. 7 

Raw Corrox has again advanced about 75 cents per picul, and the

The settlements in Hong Kong are put at 1,700 pieces. 

Camters.— Dutch have declined in value, English remaining as before 
quoted, the sales being 100 pieces of each. 

Lastincs.—300 pieces have been sold here at previous rates. 

BLAnkeTs.—244 pairs purchased. 

Metats.—lIron, flat, &c., have been in moderate demand in Hon; 
Kong at previous quotations, and the sales of the fortnight are estimated 
at 3,360 piculs of ‘ail rod, 2,000 piculs of round bar, 600 of hoop, and 
250 of wire. In Canton, where the value was slightly lower, no transac- 
rions are reported.

(July 13th.) Lord Naas tasked, in case of the forces of the Tycoon 
of Japan becoming engaged in hostilities with either the forces of the 
spiritual Emperor or those of the native princes, the instructions issued 
tothe Commander-in-Chief of Her Majesty's fleet would authorise him to 
take in such hostilitie.—Lord Patmenston said that it was the ine 
variable rule, founded on the best sible reasons, never to publish in- 
structions sent to the naval and military officers of the country, until the 
operations to which they referred were completed, and not oiten in that 
case. Therefore, he could not give an answer to the question just asked. 

THE TRADE WITH CHINA. 

(16th.) In reply to Mr. Lippect, Mr. Lavarp said that he was not 
aware that there was any correspondence, in addition to what had been 
published, between the Government and Mr. Lay, or between the Govern- 
ment and merchants connected with the China trade, on the subject of 
the complaints made in August, 1861, by the Chambers of Commerce of 
Hong Kong and Shanghai. 

CASE OF MR, T. CHISHOLM ANSTEY. 

(17th.) Colonel Duxxe rose to call attention to the case of Mr. Anstey, 
late Attorney-General at Hong Kong, and to ask what reparation had 
been made to him for the injustice acknowledged to have been done him 
by the authorities in that colony, He said Mr. Anstey was formerly a 
member of that House, and was celebrated for a speech which he made 
inculpating the noble lord at the head of the Government. The noble 
lord on that occasion delivered a speech of four hours’ duration, which 

roduced a greater effect and sensation than any speech which he recol- 

lected to have been delivered within the walls of Parliament. There was 

nothing in the speech of Mr. Anstey to excite the personal dislike of the 
noble lord, and accordingly the noble lord, some time after, sent Mr. 
Anstey to China as one the high legal authorities of Hong Kong. Soon 
after his arrival Mr. Anstey perceived, as he thought, the members of the 
Government at Hong Kong ‘in many instances corrupt, and he brought 
of a very serious character against them. From the authorities 

at Hong Kong Mr. Anstey received no support; a quarrel was the con- 
sequence ; Mr. Anstey presed his charges with still greater vehemence, 
and the result was that Mr. Anstey was dismissed from office. Mr. Anstey 
still pressed his charges against the chief officials, including the Governor 
and the secretary to the Governor, but especially against Mr. Caldwell. 
‘When Lord Derby came into office an inquiry was ordered not only into Mr. 
Caldmell's conduct, but aleo into that of the other officers implicated ; but the 
Duke of Newcastle soon afterwards succeeding to the Colonial-office, Sir H. 
Robinson was sent out with orders to inquire into the conduct of Mr. Cald- 
well alone. The inquiry was a very protracted one; it lasted from August 
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to the beginning of the following year, and tho result was that the charges 
which Mr. An: Broun were proved to be established. Those cl 
were that Mr. Caldwell was in league with pirates in those seas, and that. 
he exerted his influence over the Government at Hong Kong to induce 
them not only to connive at the pira tes, but actually to assist the pirates 
with the Government vessels. e circumstances of the whole case were 
altogether so suspicious as to make any man who voted against the Govern- 
ment on the occasion of the lorcha Arrow affair congratulate himself on 
that vote. The fact was, as was proved by the papers which had been laid 
on the table, there were at that time in the seas about Hong Kong two 
classes of pirates, who might be called Government pirates and Opposition 
pirates; and Mr. Anstey attacked, with perhaps more warmth than dis- 
cretion, those officials whom he believed to have been guilty of abettin, 
the Government pirates. The Duke of Newcastle, however, threwa thield 
over all that were accused except Mr. Caldwell, and therefore it would be 
impossible to say whether they were guilty ; but there seemed to be grounds 
for suspicion enough to fix a stigma upon the Duke of Newcastle for not 
having inquired into the whole affair. He (Colonel Dunne) invited an 
examination of the papers, which would be found to bear him out in what 
he stated. He was not surprised that the Government had removed Mr. 
Anstey from office for having made accusations apparently so monstrous 
and 60 unlikely to be proved; but when they were proved surely the 
Government were bound to make him some reparation for what he had 
suffered. Mr. Anstey applied to the noble duke, and any Englishman 
would have supposed that his grace could not have hesitated to make 
some amende, but he actually refused, on the ground of expense, to 
publish a large part of the evidence which had been brought before the 
court of inquiry. At last Mr. Anstey forced from the Colonial-office an 
acknowledgment that he had been right. He (Colonel Dunne) was not 
aware that this acknowledgment had ever been included among any papers 
published by authority, but it had been printed, the letter was genuine, 
and every Englishman who saw it would be astonished that such a letter 
had been written. ‘The Duke of Newcastle stated, through the hon. gen- 
tleman the Under-Secretary for the Colonies (Mr. C. Fortescue), that 
there were other grounds upon which he founded his dismissal besides the 
fact that Mr. Anstey had made the accusations, and then the letter pro- 
ceeded thus:—* Having made these observations, I am directed to inform 
you that the Duke of Neweastle is perfectly ready to express his opinion 
that the proof of the charges of which you were the principal author, 
brought against Mr. Caldwell before the commission of inquiry of 1858, 
has been substantially established by the recent investigation before the 
Exchequer Court, as far os the culpability of his connection with Mu 
Chow Yong is concerned. Consequently, it cannot be said, in the words 
of Sir J. Bowring, that none of these charges have been substantially 
proved. His Grace will go further, and say that in forcing a public 
inquiry into that officer’s conduct you did in that respect render a material 
service to Her Majesty's Government at Hong Kong.” He knew that it was 
said Mr, Anstey made a b: in, that if he were allowed to clear his character 
he would not ask for more, but it was disgraceful to Government on that ac- 
count toexclude Mr. Anstey from office. Ofall men the Dukeof Newcastle 
ought to be aware that faults committed in office were not held afterwards 
to constitute a reason for exclusion from office, and that a man of tried 
tnd proved incapacity in one Administration could yet be a Minster in 
another Administration. Therefore he thought that the noble duke ought 
to have taken a more Chi in and considerate view of the errors, if errors 
there were, of Mr. Anstey. Whether there were other faults committed 
by Mr. Anstey as Attorney-General of Hong Kong he knew not, but in 
respect to the charges which Mr. Anstey brought forward, the Govern 
ment stood convicted uf having done him injustice; and it was neither 
enerous nor fair to have acted towards that gentleman as they had done, 
‘he conduct pursued was so unlike anything he had ever known to pro- 
ceed from the noble lord at the head of the Government that he was 
perfectly certain the noble lord was uo party to it. No man stuck 
more by his subordinates than the noble lord, and this, he believed, 
was one of the causes of the popularity which placed and kept the 
noble lord on the ‘Ireasury bench.—Mr. C. Fortescue said that this 
uestion of the case of Mr. Anstey and the Colonial-office had been for 
ve months past in the hands of two members of that House, sitting 
on opposite sides, whose opinione were deserving of the greatest weight 
—he alluded to the hon. and learned member for East Suffolk and the hon. 
member for Birmingl During the last two months they had both been 
in communication with the Colonial-office, and were both perfectly satis 
fied with the treatment which Mr. Anstey had received Fem the noble 
duke at the head of that office. When the hon. and gallant gentleman 
attacked the noble duke, the present Colonial Secretary, he aimed his fire 
in the wrong direction, for the gallant gentleman ought to have attacked 
the colonial representative of the late Government. Mr. Austey was dis- 
missed from office by the right hon. member for Hertfordshire, and the 
only charge that could be brought against the Duke of Newcastle was that 
he had not thought right to overrule the decision of his predecessor. The 
ment made by the hon. and gallant member of the causes which led 
the late Colonial Secretary to dismiss Mr. Anstey from office had been a 
very defective and fallacious one, and all who read the reasons given by 
the Governor of Hong Kong for dismissing with the unanimous advice of 
the Executive Council, Mr. Anstey from office, would find that those rea- 
sons extended far beyond the single issue raised by the hon. and gallant 
gentleman. The fact was that Mr, Anstey, from the moment when he 
arrived at Hong Kong, manifested, in spite of his great ability, such a 
want of temper, discretion, and judgment in many respects as 
confidential adviser of the Governor, that it was more than 
ence a question whether it would be possible to retain him in 
office. In one case in particular it was with great difficulty 
that Mr. Labouchere, now Lord Taunton, had been able to feel it his 
duty to retain Mr. Anstey in office; and the circumstance to which the 
hon. and gallant member had alluded, so far from being the original cause 
of Mr. Anstey’s suspension and dismissal from office, was only like the 
last drop of water in the bucket. ‘The hon. and gallant gentleman put the 
issue entirely on the question whether another official in Hong Kong, 
against whom Mr. Anstey brought a list of charges, was or was not a fit 
person to remain in office in Hong Kong; but that was not the issue on 
which Mr. Anstey's dismissal took place. No doubt Mr. Anstey brought 
a long string of accusations against another official in the colony, some of 
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which were disproved, and others were proved, but the real ground of 
Mr. Anstey's dismissal was not whether all those charges were true or 
false, but whether, as Attomey-General of Hong Kong, and legal adviser 
of the Government, Mr. Anstey had not brought forward those charges 
in such @ way, and treated his superior, the Governor, in such a 
manner as to warrant the Government in not continuing him in a 
confidential position in the colony. From the evidence contained in 
the blue book, it appeared that Mr. Anstey had shown a violence and 
virulence of temper, and an excess of personal animosity and want 
of respect towards the Governor, which, irrespective of the truth 
or falsehood of the charges brought against’ the official in Hong Kong, 
caused the then Colonial Secretary to come to the conclusion that Mr. 
Anstey, in spite of bis remarkable ability, was not a safe person to be 
continued in the responsible post of Attorney-General and legal adviser 
‘of the Governor. With regard to the official against whom charges were 
brought, a rigorous investigation into his conduct was ordered. One of 
the first acts of his noble friend was to direct the Governor of Hong Kong, 
Sir H. Robinson, to institute a thorough and searching inquiry into the 
conduct uf Mr. Caldwell, who was then what was called Protector of the 
Chinese, and against whom charges had been brought by Mr. Anstey. 
That investigation took place. It lasted some time, and was conducted 
with great care. The result was that Mr. Calcwell was pronounced to be 
an unfit person {o be retained ia the service of Her Majesty, although all 
the charges against him were by no means held to have been proved. 
That cause, however, had really nothing to do with the question of Mr. 
Anstey’s fitness for a high official position. His noble friend instructed 
the Governor to dismiss Mr. Caldwell, which was done accordingly. 
Shortly afterwards Mr, Anstey applied 'to his grace to be reinstated in 
his office, proceeding on the assumption that the judgment against Mr. 
Caldwell amounted to a decision in his own favour, and that, because the 
former was deemed unfit to be Protector of the Chinese, it followed that 
he, Mr. Anstey, was fit to fill the office of Attorney-General at Hong 
Kong. The noble duke, in reply, very naturally pointed out that there 
‘was no connection between the two things, and stated also that the grounds 
upon which Mr. Anstey had been suspended went far beyond the question 
immediately at issue, that they had no relation to the case of Mr. Cald- 
well, and that there had been an accumulation of reasons showing that he 
was not qualified to act as the confidential legal adviser of the Gov 
His noble friend therefore refused the application. Some time afterwards 
Mr. Anstey addressed another letter, in a very different tone, to the duke, 
stating that he no longer pressed for reinstatement or compensation, but 
that, as he had entered on a new career at the Indian bar, he hoped his 
grace would furnish him with some expresrion of opinion as to his conduct 
at Hong Kong, which would relieve him from any undeserved slur that 
might have been cast upon him to the injury of his professional prospects. His 
































noble friend gave careful and generous consideration to that application, | 


and, although he had made up his mind that it was not his duty to reverse 
the decision of his predecessor in regard to Mr. Anstey, he was anxious at 
the same time to say as much he could, consistently with his own convic- 
tions, to establish that gentleman's character. It was with that view that 
the letter of his noble friend to Mr. Anstey was written, and be was sorry 
to findthat it had been turned ag: 
confession of error, and a ground for claiming further compensation for 
the gentleman in question. That letter was gratefully received by Mr. 
Anstey, who, in acknowledging it, expressed his satisfaction with its con 
tents, and gave no hint that he intended to base on it a complaint of ill- 
treatment and a demand for compensation. — He was personally acquainted 
with Mr, Anstey, and entertained a high opinion of his remarkable ability 
and original mind, but he must express his conviction that full credit had 
been given to him for his truthfulness in the case of Mr. Caldwell, and for 
the public service which he performed in making that exposure, but that 
his violent temper and want of discretion warranted the former Secretary 
of State in suspending him, and bis noble friend in confirming the decision 
of his predecessor. 




















JAPAN. 

(2Ist.) Mr. B. Cocunane said that at the present period of the session 
and in the present state of the House— (there were rather more than a 
dozen members present )—he would not go largely into a question like that 
of Japan ; but it would not be right to separate without bringing the matter 
forward at all, for if not actually at war, we were in a position very likely 
to lead to it. The question of whether an officer acrving in a foreign 








country ought so to conduct himself as to render hostilities probable, or * 


even to declare war without orders from home, was a matter well worth 
the consideration of the House. Our relations with Japan were much 
more recent than those with China—in fact, they had only originated in 
1834. Previous to that time very little was known of that most interest- 
ing country. What we knew of Japan was that the country was highly 
civilised and the people admirably conducted . they were a peaceable, 
quiet, happy, and contented people, and their form of government was 
such that many so-called civilised nations might have taken a lesson from. 
their government. In 1853 the Americana had a treaty with Japan, and 
in 1854 Admiral Stirling obtained the same concessions for us. Those 
concessions, however, although important, led to but slight results until 
1898, when Lord Elgin went to Japan. "When we were on the verge of 
awar the House ought to know the real facts of the case, how far our con- 
duct had been justified, what demands we had made on the Japanese, 
what were likely to be the results of the war, and how the war was to 
be conducted. If not, we might find ourselves involved in 
overwhelming difficulties and enormous expenditure. One positive con- 
dition of the concession was that no man-of-war was to anchor within a 
certain distance of Yeddo. What happened? Lord Elgin actually, to 
arrive where he did, broke the condition which had been entered into be- 
tween Admiral Stirling and the Japanese Government ; and what was his 
excuse? When he was implored not to take the ship where he did, he 
said he had a yacht to present to the Tycoon, The present of a 
yacht toa man who did not leave his palace was absurd. The 
position of the Japanese Goveimment was a very peculiar one. 
‘There was a spiritual head and a temporal sovereign, but overriding 
them wasa greataristocracy -- the Daimio princes—who were really the con- 
trolling power of the country, and do what we might, until we could 
exercite an influence over them, our influence over the Tycoon and the 
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Mikado would have very little effect, When Lord Elgin presented his 
acht to the Tycoon he insisted on a commercial treaty being signed, and 
fe did this in spite of all the remonstrances made to him by the 
council of the state. What the Japanese simply said was, “ Will you let us 
alone ? We do not want a treaty of commerce, as we have been a happy 
people since we got rid of foreigners 250 years ago. We mistrust 
your merchants, and your missionaries, for when we look at China and 
‘abroad, we find your merchants and missionaries are followed by war and 
rapine.” It was a hard thing upon a nation to compel, to induce, 
or to bribe them to make a treaty, and then, when it was im 
possible to carry out the treaty, to declare war against them. The. 
people of Japan had been called a set of barbarians; but were 
they so? Mr Oliphant, and every other writer on Japan, told us 
that their lisation and prosperity were very great indeed. The 
important point of the case was this, what was the feeling of the people, 
as evinced in their conduct towards Sir Rutherford Alcock when he went 
to Japan to carry out the treaty in 1858? Were the people ungenerous 
or violent? Did they commit outrages on the English? Quite the con- 
trary. Sir R. Alcock bore testimony to the kinduess and gentleness of 
the whole of the people, and he even went a journey to the sacred moun- 
tains, passing through villages never seen by Europeans before, and the 
indness and good disposition of the people were most extraordinary, In 
adespatch to Lord Malmesbury, Sir R. Alcock stated that nothing could 
be more prompt, obliging, or seemingly straightforward than the action of 
the Japanese Government in this matter. Were these a savage, brutalised, 
rough, and discourteous people? Exactly the reverse. In this ve 
despatch of Sir R. Aleock, he touched upon the important point whi 
bore on the issue which might lead to war. If we were to force our way 
into a country against the wishes of the people, surely it was most de- 
sirable to consider the best means of carrying out our views. When Sir 
R. Alcock arrived there he found that the Japanese had an establishment 
at Yokuhama, about three miles up the Bay of Yeddo, and the workmen 
were busily employed in constructing a granite pier, and every effort was 
being made by the Japanese to lead foreigners to that place. Sir R. 
Alcock objected to our consul being located there, and insisted on his 
going to Kanagawa, The authorities explained to him the reason why they 
did not wish the consul to go Kanagawa, stating that that was on the royal 
road along which the Daimio princes passed, and that there might be

confusion and hostile encounters with those great princes, who were 
opposed from the first to this commercial treaty. What had been the re 
sult? Just what the Japanese authorities had predicted. A conflict had 
taken place. One of those great princes got into an encounter with Mr. 
Lenox Richardson and some other persons, and Mr. Richardson was 
killed; and now we were demanding reparation from the Japanese Go- 
yernment. That was a very hard case indeed, because the authorities warned 
us of what would happen if we went to Kanagawa. Sir R. Alcock ad- 
mitted all this, and stated in 1859 that in point of facility of access from 
the Bay the advantage on the side of Yokuhama was beyond all question, 
' and that the real motive of the Japanese Goverament had been to remove 
foreigners from the line of the route of the Daimio princes to the capital, 
When he read the appeals which the Japanese had made to the good feel- 
ing of this country he felt almost ashamed of the way in which we had con- 
ducted ourselves towards them. The Japanese Government said that until 
lately their nation had not been accustomedto foreigners, and that it was 
not therefore to be wondered at that the officers of different foreign 
Powers should be molested in their walks, but that they had taken every 
precaution to provide against that. Sir R. Alcock, in one of his de- 
gpatches, admitted that the Japanese Government had in an evil hour been 
induced ‘to make a sudden and violent change by admitting foreigners to 
commercial and diplomatic relations, which reversed all the traditions of 
the country, and that since then nothing but trouble and danger had re- 
sulted. And now we, who boasted of our Christianity and civilisation, | 
were declaring war against the Japanese because they were unableto carry out 
a treaty which had been forced upon them. It was proved conclusively 
| by the despatches of Sir R. Alcock and others, and by Mr. Oliphant, and 
every writer on Japan, that we compelled the Government of Japan to 
enter into this treaty, and having done 20 we were bound to sce that the 
British subjects located in that country conducted themselves properly, and 
did not add to the inconveniences of their residence there the grossest mis- 
conduct. He was compelled to say that some of our merchants in Japan 
had been guilty of gross misconduct, and yet for these persons we were 
going into an expensive war, which might add another twopence to the 
income-tax next year. It would be a war which could not be carried on ° 
‘on the sea-board, and must render necessary the employment of troops in 
the interior, and he understood that troops were now being ordered trom 
{ India to Japan, With regard to the currency question, he said that under 
the treaty our merchants had compelled the unhappy Japanese to give ex- 
changes which yiel:led to the former sometimes a profit varying from 50 to 
100 per cent., and referred to a despatch of Sir R. Aleock to Earl Russell, 
in which he said that in Japan the purchase and shipment of gold and 
silver was looked upon as a lawless spoliation and an abuse of treaty pro- 
ions. In fact, the people had burnt down the Tycoon’s palace 
in order to aiford them un excuse for stoppiag the issue of this 
money, which was impoverishing the country. ‘The English mer- 
chants, so far from conducting themselves with generosity towards 
the Japanese, and according to the ordinary principles of justice, 
made net only exorbitant demands, but couched them in the 
most offensive and insulting manner. One merchant asked for change for 
twenty millions of dollars, and another, who gave the name of “* Doodle” 
required change for 250 millions of dol Further demands were made 
in such names as ‘ Nonsense,” “ Snoo. “ His Brother,” “ Bosh, 
“ Grumble,” “ Stick Tub," * Swindlepipe, in other names equally 
atrocious. He did not. think we were justified in_ the overt acts we were 
taking against the Japanese, and he reminded the Government of the enor- 
nous strength of the country against which we were about to go to war. 
The princes and nobles, not only possessed great weulth, but were enabled 
to bring an enormous number of retainers into the field. If we carried 
out our commercial treaties with Japan without violence and bloodshed, 
and without offending the religious feelings and prejudices of the people, 
he hoped those treaties might be consunsated; but if they were, on the 
conuary, carried out by shedding the blood of that happy, contented, and 
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innocent people, and by covering the country with rapine, slaughter, and 
misery, then he would like to see such treaties torn to pieces, and our fleets 
drawn from the shores and waters of Japan. 

Mr. Luppst, in seconding the motion, said many Englishmen would, 
iin the course of the next few montbs, ask what the Government of this 
country were doing in J ‘The treaty with the Japanese Government 
bad been, according to Mr. Oliphant’s account, obtained by fear. It was 
an ill-considered treaty ; it had been hastily drawn, and had been brought 
about to satisfy the national pride, in consequence of the Americans having 
‘deen Girst in the field, ‘The treaty between this country and Japan was an 
illegal document so far as Japan was concerned, for there was no Mikado, 
or spiritual chief, in existence at the time of its signature. The treaty 
might be described as a document for the free admission of forci-ners to 
the ports of the kingdom of Japan. But what bad been the feeling in 
Japan in reference to foreigners? It had been one of hatred and distrust. 
‘Why was it? Did not the intrigues of the Jesuits and the commercial 
frauds of the West discover a sufficient ground for that hatred and dis- 
trust? The treaty had been obtained in a manner which involved the 
humiliation of the Japanese, and the Daimios did not consider that it was 
binding upon them or upon their retainers. Were the Government going 
to war with the present Mikado, with the Tycoon, or with the Daimios, 
the powerful chieftains of that country with large bodies of retainers ? 
‘This was a serious question, for it was an alarming thing to undertake a 
war on the other side of the globe. The House of Commons ought 
seriously to consider this subject, as it was said this country was drifting 
nto a war for an idea which would cost a large sum of money, to be paid 
by the taxpayers of this country. He expressed a strong hope that the 
Gorernment would explain why we were going to war, and what object 
‘we could possibly attain from a war. 

Mr. Layagp said he had listened attentively to the sp2ech of the hon. 
member for Honiton, but he confessed that he could not understand what 
it was that the hon. member required. All that Her Majesty's Govern- 
‘ment was now doing was in the performance of an absolute duty, which 
had been forced upon them much against their own wishes. ler Ma- 
jesty’s Government had entered into a commercial convention with Japan 
somewhat similar to those which had been entered into with America and 
Bussia. He contended that it was the duty of the Government to enter 
into such a treaty, eeeing that they had to protect the interests of the 
test trading community of the world, and they would have been 
le to severe censure if tl had allowed Russia and America to steal 
‘march upon them. The treaty was made by Lord Elgin under the 
instructions of Lord Malinesbury, and if its provisions were of so ob- 
jectionable a character, why did not hon. members opposite denounce it 
at the time it was entered-into? Having been concluded, it became the 
duty of Her Majesty's present Government to sce that the stipulations of 
the treaty were carried out. Unfortunately, there existed in Japan a sort of 

Conservative party, who were opposed to any intercourse with foreign 
nations, from which fact all the subsequent difficulties had sprung. He 
denied that the treaty had been extorted from the Japanese by tear, and 
said that Mr. Alcock had endeavoured, as far as poasible, to prevent the 
British merchants from infringing the laws of Japan. No doubt proceed- 
ings had taken place on the part of certain gen:lemen there which were in 
the highest degree improper. Mr. Alcock had remonstrated with them, 
and had appealed to their sense of justice and propriety to refrain from 
such proceedings in future. He believed the effect of Mr. Alcock’s re- 
monstrances had been to secure a better class of British residents in 
Japan, and that the Japanese had no further cause of complaint. Yet 
the conduct of the Japanese themselves had been very different. They 
had committed a series of outrages not only against British subjects, but 
against foreigners generally, which ended in an attack upon the Uritish Lega~ 
tion, We had given the Japanese every proof that we had no wish to 
press upon them undue exactions, but that we had every disposition to treat 
them with consideration and fairness. He contended that we had no alter- 
native but to call upon the Japanese Government for ample reparation for 
-the outrages which had been committed upon unoffending British subjects. 
By the last accounts from Japan it appeared that the struygle between the 
Tycoon and his opponents was still going on; and Her Mujesty’s Govern- 
ment had every reason to hope that their demands would be acceded to, 
and hostilities would be avoided. He regretted being obliged to refuse 
papers asked for, believing that their production would, under circum- 
stances, be prejudicial to the public interests, The motion was then 
withdrawn. 

(28rd.) Mr. Luppett asked whether any application had been made 
to the Governor-General of India for troops to be employed in Japan ; 
and further, whether the Governor-General possesses the power of order- 
ing troops on foreign service without the previous sanction of Parliament. 
He had been induced to ask the question in consequence of what was now 
‘occurring in Japan, and of an announcement reported to have been made 
by Admiral Kuper to the Bi residents in those isiands that he was 
sunable to afford them protection. — Sir C. Woop: I am not aware that any 
such application has been made to seud troops to Japan. 


LIEUTENANT TINLING. 
(2lst.) Colonel Sykes rose to call attention to the despatch of Admiral 
Kuper, dated the 14th day of April, 1863, reporting the death of Lieut. 
Tinling, of Her Majesty's ship Encountcr, at the siege of Showshing. On 
former occasion the noble lord the Secretary to the Admiralty stated, in 
reply to a question from him, that Lieut. Tiuling lost his life in conse- 
quence of his own indiscretion. Since then he had received a letter from 
Sir Arthur Hallam Elton, formerly a member of that House, anda relative 
‘of the deceased, stating that he felt deeply grieved at what was stated by 
the noble lord, knowing as he (Sir. A. H. Elton) did that the young 
officer had sacrificed his life in the service of his country, and under the 
orders of his superior officer. In the despatch from the admiral it was 
‘stated that Lieutenant Tinling lost his life under the walls of Showshing 
from the effects of a wound, and that the service bad lost in him a most 
llant and promising officer. The admiral suppressed the facts in his 
lespatch that Lieutenant Tinling lost his life fifty miles beyond the 
boundary to which Captain Dew's military operations were expressly 
limited by repeated communications from the Foreign-oftce, and it was 
upon that statement, forwarded to the Lords Commissioners of the Ad. 
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Tinling’s death. According to a letter received from a missionary on 
the spot, it appeared that Lieutenant ‘linling was directing the large 68- 
pounder gun for the purpose of breaching the city wall, and whilst 
giving instructions to the gunner a bullet struck him at the back of the 
skull which stunned and blinded him, and he died shortly afterwards. 
The hon. and gallant member said he had placed these facts before the 
Housewith a view to rescue the memory of a gallant young officer from 
the stigma which had been cast upon it, and added that, as the Secre- 
tary for the Admiralty had consented to present the papers he asked for, 
he did not intend to conclude with a motion.—The Sreaker said if the 
hon. aad gallant member did not conclude with a motion, the whole pro- 
ceeding was irregular.—Colonel Sykes said that, for the purpose of 
putting himself in order, he would move for any further papers on the 
subject. 

ord C. Pacer said he would be extremely grieved if any expression 
of his had given pain to a family whom he had known by reputation, as 
well as on account of their connection with a youth whom he had the 
happiness of knowing personally, and who was a most gallant and merito- 
rious officer; but his hon. and gallant friend had unintentionally misled 
the House in regard to the origin of the expression he made use of, and 
which had given pain to a worthy family. He would recall his attention 
to the fact that he had always been most averse to answering any ques- 
tions as to the particulars concerning the death of Lieutenant Tinling, 
and that he had told him that the Admiralty had no official information on 
that subject. His hon. and gallant friend, however, asked him if he had 
received any information privately, and he told him that he had seen a 
letter from Captain Dew, containing expressions which led him to believe 
that both Captain Dew and certain of his officers were at the siege of 
Showshing as amateurs. Captain Dew stated in that letter that they 
accompanied some French officers to the siege as amateurs, and that was 
the expression which had given offence to this estimable family. But he 
must leave the House to judge for itself whether Captain Dew and 
Lieutenant Tinling were both there in the discharge of their duty. The 
first official information they bad of the death of Lieutenant Tinling was 
in a short letter from Captain Dew. A few days later they received a 
letter forwarded by the admiral on the station, in which he stated that in 
taking the part that he had done in the siege of Showshing, Captain Dew 
had exceeded his instructions, as the strictest orders were given to officers 
not to act against the Taipings, or run any risk by exposing themselves. 
Captain Dew at the same time, however, held himself responsible 
for the sad fate of Lieutenant Tinling. He asked the House 
whether, in the face of such a communication, when they were doing 
all they could to discourage such desultory attacks’ and move: 
ments in China, and when these officers had gone a long way beyond 
the radius of thirty miles to which they were limited, could he be justified 
in stating to the House that Lieutenant Tinling died in the service of his 
country? He had not the remotest doubt that the poor young man died 
with the feeling that he was doing his duty, yet he was not prepared to 
state distinctly to the House, particularly in the face of the acknowledg- 
ment of Captain Dew, that he had been given the strictest orders not to 
act against the Taipings, that he (Lord C.-Paget) was wholly wrong in 
stating that this young officer had not died in the execution of his duty. 
He had asked his noble friend the Duke of Somerset whether he might 
say that Lieutenant Tinling had died in the execution of his duty, but he 
regretied that he could not do so until he received further intelligence on 
the subject. It, however, they should bear that Lieutenant Tinling bad 
received orders to act as he had done, he (Lord C. Paget) would be very 
glad to apologise for the terms he had used in speaking of that gallant 
officer. 

Mr. Watt was very glad that the hon. and gallant member bad 
brought forward the subject, if he had done nothing more than elicit from 
the Secretary to the Admiralty the very singular manner in which the 
business of that department was conducted. Never did any conduct 
demand more severe reprehension than that kind of conduct which was 
exhibited on this occasion. ‘The acts of our officers in China were directly 
at variance with the ostensible iustructions which were sent from this 
country, and were such as tended to lead us into another war with China. 
He thought that the answer of the Secretary to the Admiralty was utterly 
unsatisfactory. 

Mr. Batttte said it was perfectly obvious from the explanation of the 
noble lord that Captain Dew had not acted in accordance with the instruc- 
tiona he had received; but the case was very different as regarded Lieu- 
tenant Tinling. The expression used.in Captain Dew’s letter, that he 
himself was distinctly responsible for the death of the young officer, 
showed that Lieutennnt Tinling must have considered that he was acting 
under the directions of his superior officers. Colonel, Sykes then with- 
drew his motion. 

(23rd). Colonel Syxes gave notice that early next session he would call 
the attention of the House to the circumstances attending the death of 
Lieutenant Tinling in China, and to the {conduct of Captain Dew in 
relation thereto. 



























































THE CHINESE INDEMNITY. 
(24th.) Colonel Syxes asked the Secretary to the Treasury in what 
annual account and in what year the sum of $451,000 z6c., balance of 
the sum of $3,000,000, received from the Chinese Government under the 
‘Treaty of Nanking, in payment of the debts due by Chinese merchants to 
British subjects, was brought to the credit of the nation.—Mr. Peet said 
that the Chinese indemnity was $21,000,000, 12 for the war, 6 for the 
value of the opium, and 3 compensation to the Hong Kong merchants. 
That sum was increased by interest and other charges to $25,800,211. 
$250,000 were allowed to the Chinese Government, and $2,548,981 were 
paid to the merchants of Hong Kong. The sum received into the exche- 
quer was $18,158,755, being equivalent to £4,050,090. This sum was 
carried to the credit of the Government in succeeding years, according as 
it was received. a 
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JAPAN IN PARLIAMENT. 

Mr. Baure Cocurane has done good service by bringing the 
subject of Japan before the attention of the House. It was 
high time that a distinct statement should be elicited from the 
Government, and that an opportunity should be afforded to 
members for expressing their opinion on a matter so weighty. 
We are glad, then, that the session has not been allowed to 
pass, and that the country has not been suffered to drift into 
another Eastern war, without a statement from the Govern- 
ment, of the conduct it has been deemed necessary to 
pursue, But the discussion which took place on the evening of 
the 21st inst., although of some value, as all such debates must, 
be, was, to our thinking, unsatisfactory. Mr. CocHranr’s 
speech was evidently one-sided; Mr. LipELL, who seconded 
the motion, said nothing worthy of comment; and Mr. Layarp 
replied after his accustomed fashion by pleading necessity for 
the course adopted by Her Maszsry’s Government, and by 
averring that under the circumstances it was impossible to have 
acted otherwise. This is the stereotyped argument to which every- 
one must listen who disapproves of our policy in the Far East, 
and it is one which itis difficult to answer without a knowledge, 
such as few possess, of English state craft and Japanesediplomacy. 
Mr. Cocurane considers that, in the firat place, we forced our 
treaty on Japan, and therefore wo are not justified now in 
turning round and demanding’ that its provisions should be 
carried out ; he reverted to the unjustifiable conduct of persons 
supposed to be British merchants, and he concluded by dilating 
on the power of the Daimios, aud by observing that it were 
better the Treaty should be torn in pieces if it could only be 
observed by shedding the blood of a happy and contented people. 

This sentiment is, no doubt, to be commended, but Mr. 
Cochrane's arguments being founded on a fallacy are them- 
selves fallacious. It is not true in our case, however true it 
may be in the case of America, that the Japanese signed a 
treaty with us on compulsion ; it is not true that we are 
about to go to war for the sake of merchants whose “ conduct 
‘was open to objection ;” it is not true, as Mr. CocHRaNe im- 
plies, that the murder of Mr. Ricuarpson arose from his own 
fault in venturing where it was unwise to go, for the murder 
‘was committed on the road which was open to all foreigners ; 
and it is assuredly not true that in this impending quarrel the 
Japanese “ have justice on their side.” 

Mr. Cocarans lays great stress on the disgraceful conduct of 
certain Englishmen in Japac—undoubtedly every one must 
deplore that conduct ; but he regards with apparent leniency 
the persistent course of aggression pursued by the Japanese, 
and the duplicity they have manifested from the first day we 
set foot in the country. This is not the way to gain that 
attention to what we may call the opposition side of the ques- 
tion which it in reality deserves, and Mr. Layarp had only to 
recount the gross outrages committed on Europeans in Japan, 
and to stand up for the necessity of protecting our commercial 
interests in that country as guaranteed by treaty, in order to 
elicit the applause of the House. If, on the other hand, instead 
of taking part with the Japanese, Mr, CocHRane had endea- 
voured to show to the Houso, that our trade is not of 
sufficient magnitude to make a war with Japan advisable on 
commercial grounds, or if he had attempted to prove, however 
incorrect such a line of argument may be, that without dis- 
honour, or any political detriment, we could retire from the 
country altogether, he would have occupied a far stronger posi- 
tion, and one from which Mr. Layarp might have found it 





difficult to drivehim. As itis, the Unpze-Secrerary oF Star 
although he refrained from using his strongest weapon and 
defending the policy of the Government on political grounds, 
had by far the best of the argument. 

While our relations with Japan are being discussed in Par- 
liament, and our right to take defensive measures is denied or 
asserted, it is not improbable that the first blow has been 
struck, and that we are already involved in a war with that 
country. It is difficult to understand the aim of the British 
Admiral in granting an additional time for the decision of the 
Japanese Government. It seems as though the effect of such 
a delay must prove unfavourable to our cause, since it would be 
esteemed a token of weakness; and it is probable that it has 
been thus regarded by the Governor of Kanagawa, whose con- 
duct, like that of the lower classes, betokens a determination to 
drive us from the country. It is an evil sign indeed if the 
common people, hitherto so friendly, have caught the spirit of 
the Daimios. The position of foreigners is imminently 
perilous, and we are not surprised to learn that so many had 
left, and were leaving for Shanghai. If it be true, as has been 
asserted, that the conduct of the American Minister is opposed 
to our interests, this adds a further complication to tho diffi- 
culties by which we are surrounded, Mr. Hanns has all along 
pursued a separate line of policy, and, at this threatened rup- 
ture, will be likely to show more distinctly than ever a want 
of sympathy with his European colleagues. 

It is possible even now that war may be delayed for a time, 
but we cannot bope that it will ultimately be avoided. The 
antagonism between the warlike spirit of the Daimios and the 
business aims of Europeans is too powerful to be removed, or 
even to be greatly lessened. To bring them into contact is like 
confronting the heroes of the middle ages with the statesmen and 
the merchant princes who win honour or wealth in the present 
century. When we knew less of Japan than we do now, we 
were more hopeful of the possibility of friendly intercourse 
with the Japanese; we believed that mutual interests 
would produce mutual good feeling, and that commerce would 
carry with it the higher blessings of civilisation and Christianity. 
But peace does not seem likely to achieve victories in Japan, 
and future intercourse with that land is left to the arbitrament 
of war, In one sense we have no fear for the result, but wo 
cannot hope for a speedy settlement. 


LORD NAAS AND THE CHINA MERCHANTS. 

Arrer the comments which appeared in our last, a letter 
from Mr. WALKINsHAW—which will be found below—was pub- 
lished in The Times of the 20th, and the letter to ourselves from 
Mr. Watxmsnaw (which we publish) further elucidates his 
meaning. We quite agree with him that the majority of 
the merchants do not approve of the various methods 
which are now being used by the Forcign Inspectors for the 
collection and protection of the revenue in China. ‘The Foreign 
Inspectors themselves may he reputable men, but if their 
crew is bad the system will undoubtedly be wrecked. We 
all know how difficult it is in China to procure subordinates of 
any description, for such capacities as Custom-house officers ; 
and we also know what takes place when this class of men get 
any power. We hold that it is unnecessary to adopt such 
means as Mr. Lay has instituted for the collection of the 
Customs dues. Mr. Lay knows well enough that he can trust tothe 
honour of the merchants who import and export four-fifths of 
the trade of China, and to arm and employ a set of rowdies to 
look after any possible smuggling of the other fifth of the 
trade, we are quite sure costs more than the matter is worth. 
With proper vigilance by the Inspectors, we believe that in a 
few years the persons engaged in the one-fifth would not find it 
worth their while to keep up the struggle for smuggling. 

We must, however, still adhere to the opinion expressed in 
our last issue, that Lord Naas would have done the merchants 
in China a greater service had he confined his speech to the 
exposure of the modus operandi of the foreign element in the 
Customs, and the additional difficulties likely to accrue when 
the Lax-Osporw fleet is in working order in Chinese waters. 
This pet scheme will, we are convinced, be fraught with great 
mischief to trade, and will ultimately lead to a collision, not 
only with the Chinese Government, but also with other foreign 
Powers . Is it likely that Admiral Osporw will be able to 
mould all the officers and crew of his fleet into that shape 
which will secure the ends of justice without inflicting grievous 
wrong? In the discretion of Capt. Osporn we have faith, 
but he cannot be everywhere directing his force, and sure are 
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wo that time will develop wreckless officers of the Captain 
Dew style. 

Mr. Watxrnsnaw, in his letter, confirms the opinion we 
expressed, that a misconception exists on the part of the public 
generally as to the object of Lord Naas’s attack, which was 
intended to be, not against the policy of the Government in 
sanctioning the establishment of Foreign Collectors of Cus- 
toms, but the manner in which that duty has been performed. 
Now, Lord Naas, in his letter to The Times, repeats this 
error. His words are, that “Mr. Dent and Mr. WaLgINSHAW 
“ informed me that I was at liberty to state, on their authority, 
“ that the China merchants, as a body, were opposed to the 
“ new policy of the Government.” If Lord Naas were a sup- 
porter of the PaLmersTon Ministry, the misconception might 
not have arisen. Mr. Grecson appears also to have fallen into 
ssimilar error. No doubt the merchants he conversed with 
did admit satisfaction at the present policy pursued, but had 
Mr. Greason asked his friends if they were satisfied with the 
working of the Customs, which is the point of interest in the 
new policy, we venture to say he would not have stated what 
he did in the House, nor in the following letter to The 
Times :— 

‘Sm,—Mr. Walkinshaw, in his letter to you, which appears this morning, 
complains of the employment of British officers and men in the service of 
the Chinese Government, and treats of other details in connexion with the 
English policy in China, which he asserts to be in opposition to the views 
of our merchants there. 

‘The remark which I mentioned in the House of Commons the other 
evening was based upon conversations which I have had with several 
gentlemen largely engaged in trade with China, aad some of them recently 
returned home. Their opinion is to the effect that, apart from the 
Jamentable results of the Taiping movement, the course of business is 
going on quite as satisfactory, and the result of British diplomacy is work- 
Ing quite as smoothly as they could reasonably expect.

ENGLISH POLICY IN CHINA. 
(To the Editor of The Times.) 

Sm,—In your impression of yesterday I am glad to notice a letter from 
Lord Naas, conveying to you the rource whence he derived bis information 
upon some of the points alluded to in his speech on the China question on 
the 6th inst., and, as my name is mentioned therein, I take the liberty of 
pointing out, from personal knowledge, that in place of the China mer- 
chants as a body being “ perfectly satisfied with the policy pursued by Her 
Majesty's Government,” as maintained by Mr. Gregson, they are, almost 
to a man, dissatisfied with the policy that authorises British officers and 
men to carry arms in the employ of the Chinese Government; they con- 
sider such policy to be fraught with the most dangerous consequences, and 
one far more likely to prejudice than benefit the trade between the coun- 
tries. They approve generally the system whereby duties are regularly 
collected, but not of the manner in which their consuls are suffered to be 
browbeaten by the European and American collectors of customs, or of

I believe the mercantile communities in China will be found to agree 
with me in stating that what would conduce more to the permanent esta- 
blishment of friendly relations with the Chinese than any other policy that 
can be pursued would be—non-interference between the Governinent and 
rebels ; protection of treaty ports by European troops; the adoption of 
the plan proposed in your article upon Japan of yesterday— viz., “strengthen 
the powers of the consular courts.” Either let the Superintendent of 
British Trade divide his time between Peking and Shanghai, #0 as to 
devote personal attention to the workings of the trade during part of the 
year, in place of, as at present, passing the whole year at Peking, com- 
munication with which is partially closed during four months of the’time, 
or let there be a visiting Consul-General, with a view to strengthening the 
courts at the various consulates. According to the present system of ad- 
ministration, consuls are absolutely powerless, and reference to the Super- 
intendency at Peking occupies months, and may be years: or, in other

from falling into error, point out the following facts, which, in my opinion, 
most completely that the merchants of China are very much dix 
satisfied with the present policy of the Government. 

It appears to be a common misapprehension that it is against the fc 
inspectorate system that Lord Naas, Mr. Liddell, and others inveigh, in 
animadverting upon the present policy of our Government; it is not 
against the system, I believe, but against the arbitrary manner in which the 
system is administered—the employment of British oificers and men to 
ight in the service of the Imperial Government, and the consequent in- 
tervention between Im) ists and rebels, all of which are considered to 
be fraught with most dangerous consequences, and liable at any time to 
bring our Government into di collision with one or other of 
these two parties, to say nothing of the other nationalities that form part of 
this singular and incongruous Government misture. Referring more par- 
ticularly to the Custom-house question, which is the one upon which I 
conceive the greatest amount of misconception to exist, I may point out. 
that Mr. Layard, in replying to Lord Naas on the 6th inst , brings for= 
ward in support of his argument, that Mr. Jardine and Mr. Lindsay, as 
representing two of the first houses in China, cordially approve the principle 
of aforeign inspectorate. Undoubtedly they do, and so does every well. 
posed merchant in the country; they approve the Principle, but not 
the practice. You are perbaps not aware that when the memorials, re- 
cently published in the Blue-book, against the practice of this system by 
the Hong Kong and Shangbal Chambers of Commerce were framed and 
transmitted to Lord Russell, the chairman of the first was the leading 
partner of Messre. Jardine, Matheson, and Co.,in China, and of the 
other the managing partner of Messrs. Lindsay and Co. ; and the latter 
gentleman a few months ago maintained a lengthened controversy with 
Mr. Lay in the colum! ‘The Times upon this very subject. {f you 
will peruse the memorials in the Blue-bouk you will find how incorrect is 
the opinion attempted to be set forth that the present policy of the Govern- 
ment is satisfactory, and much the less so secing that these very papers 
were placed by the Foreign-office in the hands of Mr. Lay, the Inspector 
of Customs, to be commented upon—or, in other words, the accused made 
to sit in judgment upon himself! The consequence was natural—full 

q! imi upon the memorialists, with which the Govern 
ment seem to have been quite satisfied. If you will further peruse the 
last received copies of the China Mail you will find some admirable letters 
subscribed “ An English Mercbant,” entering very fully into the present 
state of matters in China, and commenting upon the extraordinary position 
and functions of Mr. Lay there. Add to this the various items of intel- 
ligenee that come forward by every mail, showing the languishing effects 
of present policy upon the import trade and the gencral disatisfaction at 
the conduct of affairs, and you will surely see that there is want of a change 
somewhere. 

Having been a member of the Hong Kong Chamber of Commerce 
from its commencement, and vice-chairman until shortly before leaving 
China last July, you will perhaps consider that Iam not a visionary ex- 
ponent of the general views entertained upon China matters, nor should 
the advocacy of similar views by so eminent a member of the House of 
Commons as Lord Naas be so lightly treated, as is the case in the 
article published in your issue of the 16th inst. 

The present action of our Government in China may be sum~ 
marised as follows : perintendence of Chinese interests to the almost 
total neglect of the interests of British subjects. What the merchants 
alone desire and have a Hight to expect is superintendence of their interests 
by the British Superintendent of Trade; and to effect this properly one 
of the three following plans should be adopte Strengthening the 
consular courts, so that the merchants can have fair play against the arbi- 
trary enactments of the Custom-house. 2. Appointing a Consul-generals 
to be also Superintendent of Trade, who would visit the consular port, 
periodically. Or, 3, making it incurabent on the Minister Plenipotentiary 
End Superfatendent of Trade to reside at least six months of the year in 
Shanghai where merchants could have access to him, and where he could 
supervise the working of the trade, in place of passing the whole ycar at 
Peking, the communication with which is almost entirely stopped durin, 
four months of the time. If these remarks are of any service to yon 
shall be glad.

reprobation on the cond&ct of this British subject, on “his 
act of insolent violence,” and stigmatised him as one of the “scum of 
Europe.” 
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Ite am the Englishmen alluded to, whose conduct and character 
have thus been branded infamous by you, with what justice 1 trust the fol- 
lowing facts will show. On reading the speeches of Lerd Carnarvon aod 
Earl Grey I wrote to both these noblemen, stating that their Lordships 
were entirely misinformed of the circumstances of my case. I forwarded 
pamphlet to them which I bad written, describing all the particulars 
fay seizure, and begged them to do ms the justice to set right those

ment and appeared to hit uate, has changed me from a pro-perots 
merchant to a ruined man. I think you will now understand the feelings 
which impel me to address you, and seek to make public the true facts of 
my hard case, That you may better judge its hardship I send you the 
pamphlet I have written. 

The above short outline will, I trust, convince you that I do not merit 
the bitter reproach of your article of the 13th inst., and that “the flagrant 
act of insolent violence” was on the side of the Japanese.

Foreign Lutelligence. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Amsterpam, July 21, 

The First Chamber of the States-General is prorogued. 
After passing the Bill for the concession to construct a railroad 
between Samarang and the Regencies in Java, as well as some 
other business—among which was the Bill for paying off twelve 
millions of florins of the East India Debt—the session was closed. 

The King has gone to Baden-Baden, from whence he will 
probably pay a visit to his venerable father-in-law, the King of 
Wurtemberg, who is now in his eighty-second year, and the 
oldest Sovereign in Europe. 

A letter from Utrecht states that in the Botanical Garden of 
that university there is now a splended Java coffee tree in full 
blossom, It was a present from the Councillor of State. Mr. 
Van der Oudermeulen, late President of the Netherlands Trading 
Company. 

It is announced that the new iron-clad gunboat, lately 
launched at Fynenoord, is to be stationed for some time at 
Vlissingen to enable her to undergo several scientific tests at 
the mouth of the Schelde. The experiments will be conducted 
by a commission of naval officers, at the head of whom is Cap- 
tain Pels Rycken of the royal navy. 

At alate sitting of the Literary Department of the Royal 
Academy of Arts and Sciences, a paper was read by Mr. 
Leemans sent in by Dr, R. H.R. Frederich, relating to some 
inscriptions found on a stone statue of Mandjucri, sent to this 
country by Mr. Engelhard, late Governor of Java’s Easthook, 
From the inscriptions it appears that the statue was made in 
the year 1265 of the Javanese ra (a.D. 1343) and placed in 
the Buddhist Temple by a native prince of ancient family in 
honour of Buddha. 

From the annual report of the Dutch Consul-General in 
Japau, published in the Staats-Courant, of the trade and navi- 
gation in that country in 1862, it appears that the number of 
vessels under the flags of treaty nations that arrived at Naga- 
saki was 212, of 69,471 tons (of which 30 of 9,284 tons 
were Dutch), whilst the total number that cleared out from that 
port was 203, of 65,638 tons (of which 28 were Dutch). 
During the same year 121 ships, of 42,595 tons, arrived at 
Yokuhama, and 97 sailed. The value of the imports at Naga- 
saki amounted to $3,753,994, Mexican, and the exports to 
$4,352,879. At Yokuhama the imports were $2,576,930}, 
and the exports $6,305,126}. 

HLM. steamship Ardjoeno left Helvoetsluys for Java on the 
20th inst. She carries out a heavy mail. 

Mr. G. Dufresne, of Rotterdats, is appointed agent at Batavia 
for the Anglo-Belgian and Dutch Bank, and Mr. N. P. Van Der 
Berg, of Batavia, is appointed agent in that city for the Nether 
ands India Commercial Bank, lately established at Amsterdam, 
the directors of which are Mr. F. Van Heukclom, Mr. Robert 
Browne, and Mr. G. C. De Clercq. 

The following fiftcen first class vessels have been chartered 
by the Netherlands Trading Company to load cargces of pro- 
duce in Java for the undermentioned ports :—Zaanstroom, 
Louisa, Watergeus, Laura and Adele, Admiral Piet Hein, Willem 
Kroonprins Der Nederlanden, Christina and Jeannette and Orte- 
lius, at Amsterdam ; Medea, Hollandia, Susanna, Maria Anna 
and Susanna Johanna, at Rotterdam; and Catharina Maria 
and Pauline at Middelburg. 

A private letter from Decima, published in the Utrecht Dag- 
Bad, contains the following :— 

“ At the opening of Nagasaki for general trade the foreigners established 
themselves at the village of Oora, situated to the westward of Nagasaki, 
whilst the Dutch merchants fixed themselves at Decima, It is row talked 
of joining Decima with Oora by filling up a part of the bay that sepa- 
rates them. In case this plan is executed, Becima will be much en- 
larged, which is of great importance, as subjects of all nations may live 


on the island and acquire property there. A short time ago the house 
of the former Gorerament medical officer at Decima was sold to the 


British Consul Dr. Winchester for 3,000 dollars, and the Prussian Con 
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sul has hoisted his flag on the island. Adieu, then, to Holland’s ancient 
establishment in Japan, though it is the natural consequence of the cpete 
ing of the portsin Japan; there are, however, many people who believe 
that our trade with the country was much more prosperous on the old 
footing of our establishwent at Decima. We are busy erecting the slips 
for Pultiag together. twenty-four gun corvette lately arrived in pieces 
from Holland, and ordered by the Japanese Government. Mr. Metman, 
our Vice-Consul at Nagasaki, has been placed at the disposal of the Swiss 
Embassy, and for that purpose has gone to Jedo in H.N.M.'s Vice~ 
Admiral Koopman. Hitherto the trade at Nagasaki has not suffered 
much from the uncertain state of political affairs, but it is generally un- 
derstood that in the event of hostilities Mr. De Wit, our Consul-General , 
is instructed to give orders to all the Dutch in Japan to embark with their 
property on board our ships of war, and to quit the country till pease 
Is restored and trade can be resumed.” 

The Staatsblad, No. 83, contains the law for the naturalisa- 
tion of Mr. F. P. J. Cassalette, merchant at Batavia. In Nos, 
87 and 92, of the same official journal, are published the laws 
for the naturalisation of several other gentlemen, among whom. 
are Mr. T. H. Eisinger, medical officer of the second class at 
Batavia, First Lieutenant H. F. Von Ende, of the E.I. infantry, 
and Mr, W. G. Bosse, chief enginecr, both at Batavia. 

Mr, C. Sonderegger bas received his exequatur as Consul- 
General of Switzerland at Batavia, and Mr. R, Schimacher has 
been recognised as consul at Sourabaya for the Free and Han- 
seatic city of Hamburg. 

H.M. first-class screw steamship Willem has been safely 
launched at the royal dockyard in this city, She will carry an 
armament of sixteen heavy guns, aud is considered one of the 
finest vessels in the Dutch navy.

CHINA AND JAPAN CO AND RIVER STEAM NAVI- 
GATION COMPANY. 

The second annual meeting of the shareholders in this company was 
held on the 2ist ult. at the offices, 10a, King’s Arms-yard. In the ab. 
sence of the Hon. Mr. Bruce, the chairman of the company, Mr. J. N. 
Danieit presided. ‘The following is the substance of the report of the 
direcors : “ At the date of the last report the steamer Jitan was on her 
passage to Shanghai, and the screw steamer Elgin was on the eve of de- 
parture from Birkenhead. The Titan reached her destination on the 12th 
‘August, and has since been very profitably employed as a tug. The result 
of her working, up to the Slst of January last, appears in the accounts, 
and though the board are not enabled to present a statement balancing 
her earnings since that date, they have every reason to be satisfied with the 
operations of the vessel. The Elgin reached Shanghai on the 2nd 
January, after a rapid passage, her run to the Cape being the shortest on 
record. She conveyed full cargoes between Singapore and Hong Kong 
and between Hong Kong and Shanghai. The £lyin is now being em- 
ployed on the River Yang-tse, and she has constant and remunerative em- 
ployment. Largeadditional fundshave been received by payments on account 
of shares, and the company’s fleet thereby increased. The screw steam. ° 
ship Mona, 746 tons, b.m., with stowage capacity for nearly 1,000 tous 
of measurement cargo, and large passenger accommodation, sails to-day 
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for Si , on her way to China, Two more steamers, padi 

boats, exch 500 tons and 90-horse r» Will follow within four months’ 
time. These vessels, while special! ly constructed as powerful tug-boats, 
such being the primary object in their employment, will also have capacity 
for 200 tons of measurement cargo, in addition to cight days’ fuel, wit 
accommodation for saloon and other passengers. A balance appears on 
the working of the Titan to the Slst of January, of £1,311. Ss. Id., out 
of which, after making deductions for depreciation, it is proposed to. pay 
six months’ interest, at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum, on the capital 
paid up to that date. 

The Craraman, in moving that the report be received and adopted, 
said that when the directors had last the pleasure of meeting their con- 
stituents the company possessed only two vessels, Every one acquainted 
with China knew how enormous was the enterprise of the Chinese people, 
but the development of that enterprise had been retarded and checked by 
what was called the Taiping rebellion, and by the large number of pirates 
which infested the coasts and rivers of the country. The Government 
of this country had, however, undertaken a project which he hoped 
and believed’ would prove successful in the suppression of such 
such illegality, and that 30, in course of time, all those difficulties in the 
way of legitimate commerce would disappear. Under those circumstances 
they might not only look forward for room, but for much ampler room 
than they at present enjoyed. It was in itself satisfactory to find that 
Private persons having a number of vessels at their command had been 
enabled to obtain for them a most lucrative employment, and that was 
an index of the support which a public company was likely to receive 

those merchants who had not vessels of their own with which to carry 
on their coast and river trade ; and without indulging much in a favourable 
Picture of the future, he thought the recent services of the Elgin had been 
such as to lead them to anticipate the most favourable returns.

THE POSITION IN JAPAN, 
(THE TIMES.) 


The chief part, ard, we may add, the more important part, of this debate 
was of much more general application than to the matter of chastising an 


assassin chief and exacting reparation for some of the victims. Lord 
marvon and Lord Grey assert that the hands of England are not clean 
this matter, and that if we have suffered wrong that wrong has not been 
without provocation on our part. Lord Carnarvon relates the intolerable 
misconduct of certain persons who, to the disgrace of some wealthy com- 
mercial houses, were sent to represent them when the country was first 
opened. It was suddenly discovered that in the currency of Japan gold 
bore a much lower value in relation to silser than in Europe. The greedy 











—=- 
and brutal adventurers whe found themselves in the newly opened country 
no sooner learnt this than they bought up all the gold they could obtain, 
and, in language which was often too filthy to repeat, made the most im. 
pudent demands upon the Japanese officials for fabulous amounts of gold 
at the same rate. Of ccurse the Japanese found that they had been 
cheated, and their officials saw that were being grossly ineulted. Sir 
Rutherford Alcock complained of scandal at the time, and we brought 
the matter before the public. Nothing, however, was done, and Sir 
Rutherford Alcock was found by the Japanere to be as powerless over these 
British Daimios as the Tycoon is said to be over the Japanese Daimios. 
Soon after this a very flagrant act of insolent violence occurred, which still 
more strongly illustrated the impotence of English Plenipotentiaries and 
Consuls over their own Daimios. There is a portion of the domain of 
the Tycoon to which access is forbidden, and where the birds have a sort 
of sacred character. An English merchant went forth to shoot in this 
forbidden spot, and, having hot a wild fowl, was bringing it away. A 
Japanese policeman interfered and stopped the sportsmaan’s native servant ; 
the European interfered, cocked his gun, and threatened to shoot the 
policeman. He did shoot the policeman, whether deliberately or in the 
scuffle is not fully ascertained, and the man was grievously wounded. The 

sequel is, however, the most instructive part of this matter. Sir R. Alcock 

sentenced this man to three months’ imprisonment, and to banishment 

from Japan; but he appealed to the Supreme Court at Hong Kong, and 

not only got his sentence annulled, but actually recovered damages against 

Sir Rutherford Alcock. Well may Lord Grey, commenting upon this 

case, say * You have no right to protect British subjects unless you at the 

‘same time control them.” Lord Grey’s proposed remedy is to give up the 

ex-territorial stipulation, and make Lritish subjects amenable to Japanese 

Courts. To introduce the system of “ Happy Despatch” into a British 

community is not a seductive proposition. A much simpler plan would 
be to strengthen the powers of the Consular Courts and to abolish the 

jurisdiction of the Supreme Court of Hong Kong, except within the island 

of Hong Kong, and as to such cases as may be remitted to it by the 

Consuls. 

The Supreme Court of Hong Kong is the greatest nuisance in the East. 
Any Consul or Custom-house officer who dares to take any measure 
against any of “the scum of Europe” found running goods, or levying 
blackmail, or shooting natives in China or Japan is immediately sued in 
the Supreme Court. The Consul or official is there tried by the very 
class which it is his duty to keep in order. ‘The result is uniform. As in 
the case of Sir R. Alcock, the judge is always mulcted in damages and the 
criminal is let loose. The verdicts given in that Hong Kong Supreme 
Court have sometimes been so whimsically unjust that they are fitter for a 
jest-book than a grave discussion. So long as such a jurisdiction exists 
we have no right to talk either to the Chinese or Japanese of civilisation 
or courts of equal justice. If, however, we were to confine the jurisdiction 
of the Hong Kong Court as we have suggested, and if we gave an appeal 
direct from the Consular Courts to the Privy Council, we do not think we 
should be driven to Lord Grey's extreme remedy, or that we need have 
recourse to the Chinese or the Japanese criminal co 

The English public will be glad to see a generous but not a truckling 
policy pursued towards this weak Japanese Government. ‘There certainly 
is no desire here at home to push the Civis Romanus principle to the ex- 
tent of protecting every rowdy adventurer in his fraud and violence ; nor 
to spend ten or twelve millions in repressing a feeling of national hatred 
which he, and men like him, have engendered in the minds of a half 
savage race. After this exposition in the House of Lords the Home 
Government must be held responsible for the offences of the English ad- 
venturers in China and Japan, for it is shown that the most simple and 
natural raeans of repression and punishment are not provided. It must, 
however, not be forgotten that the assassinations of which we now com- 

lain were committed long after these provocations, and upon persons who. 
Fad no connection with them, and against whom no complaint could be 
made. The circumstances dwelt upon by Lord Carnarvon and Lord 
Grey should make us ashamed of the past and more careful for the future, 
but they need not make us renounce our treaty rights, or hinder us from 
pursuing with swift vengeance the assassins of our guiltless fellow-country- 
men.

The discussion of our action in Jay it the present moment involves 
questions of principles 80 ecsentially similar to those raised by our recent 
policy in China that it is almost impossible, even were it desirable, to con- 
sider the two cases entirely apart. In both countries we have to do with a 
semi-barbarous people, intensely jealous of European interference, who 
regard the presence of foreigners amongst them with suspicion and dislike, 
and who, therefore, until their prejudices are softened by longer 
intercourse, may easily be roused to express their hostile fecling in 
acts of mischief and violence. In both empires the Government is of a 
thoroughly oriental type, too weak and divided to maintain order or secure 
the effective administration of justice at home, and incapable of resisting 
any organised attack from without. There are, moreover, in both coun- 
tries large factions more or less actively opposed to the Government, who 
coerce its policy or defy its power. Under these circumstances, it no doubt 
requires the exercise of great judgment and discretion on the part of our 
representatives to avoid coming into constant collision with the local 
authorities, to keep clear of intestine brawls, maintain a strictly pacit'c 
policy, and never exceed the simple duties which our pozition as merchants. 
trading under treaty stipulations may impose. Without constant watchfulners 
and care, we shall almost of necessity drift into war, or into a policy o! 
vention that would in the end be equally burdensome and expensive. 
have already done both in China, We drifted into a war which cost t 
country eight millions, and as a legacy of this war we are now drifting into 
a policy of active intervention which, if persisted in, promises at no distant 
date to entail upon us still graver evils, and infinitely more serious re= 
sponsibilities, Fortunately, we have not yet got to this pass in Japan, but 
it is impossible to say how soon we may be involved in a war with the 
Japanese, that would inevitably be most disastrous to them without bein; 
of the smallest permanent service to us, The discussion raised by Lot 
Carnarvon on Friday shows how essential it is that public attention should 
be directed to our proceedings in these distant centres of trade, and the 
public mind be fully enlightened as to the guiding principles of our com= 
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‘mercial intercourse with these hebgemeinayeel Governments. Me ae 
Ulready to be rapidly approaching in Japan the same fatal cycle of, local 
disturbance, “diplomatie pressure, ‘and hostile intervention that has already 
proved so costly ‘and burdensome in China and elsewhere,

The complaint made by 
persons on the spot is to the effect that these measures are not stringen, 
enough, and, had they not been adopted at all, life would have been in, 
tolerable to people obliged to live under the daily dread of assassination” 
‘Waereas Lord Earnarvon would confine himself to letting British subjects’ 
be murdered without redress, Lord Grey would desire to furnish the 
Japanese with the legal means of exterminating them. Abolish, he says, 
the principle of exterritoriality, and hand what he calls the “scum of 
Europe over to the Japanese Government. «These persons, when you 
withdraw your protection, will be promptly dealt with by the natives, and 
British subjects will, Ihave no doubt, be very kindly dealt with.” The 
only inference we can draw from this is, that those diplomatic agents and 
other officials who were killed and wounded, and otherwise “unkindly 
treated” in Sper were part of the “ scum” Lord Grey denounces. We 
can imagine the satisfaction with which the Japanese Minister for Foreign 
‘Affairs, after having had Lord Grey's speech transiated to him, will pen a 
despatch to Colonel Neale, excusing the massacre of the next Engli 
man in Japan, on the ground that he is “scum.” Lord Grey seems to 
have got into bis head that ur troubles in Japan have arisen from the 
acts of a few disreputable indi is who happen to have misbehaved. 
The fact is that the conduct of foreigners has been, on the whole, very 
creditable; and, even if it had been otherwise, the Daimios, at whose in- 
tigation they were murdered, are just that class who have had no kind of 
intercourse with them, and whose hostility is not based upon any specific 
acts committed by foreigners, but upon a fundamental principle which 
applies to all strangers, and may very possibly include angels.

Lord Palmerston has dragged the country into war after war. The 
noble lord at the head of the Government, if you would take his word 
for it, never had any deep or far reaching policy in regard to these Eastern 
‘countries, All he ever desired was simply reparation—now for one vio- 
jation of treaty, now for another; but the result, as we all know, is that 
after a quarter of a century's constant persistence in his policy, he has 
Feduced the Government of China to complete dependence upon the 
ambassador of England, and that at the present moment the Brother of 
the Sun is rapidly descending into the condition of the Great Mogul. 
‘That his lordship should seek to repeat his success in Japan need occasion 
no surprise. But it is undoubtedly somewhat extraordinary that the 
Statesmen who, when out of office, saw so distinctly the faults of his 
Chinese policy, should now have become its warmest advocates, and 
should, moreover, display the utmost eagerness to repeat its main features 
in regard to Japan. ‘The noble lord has certainly received ample satis- 
faction for more than one piece of eloquent denunciation under which he 
had to suffer during the celebrated debate in 1857. But although Earl 
Russell has now ‘20 much enamoured of the “vigorous” and 
“gpirited” foreign policy which he formerly opposed, we cannot so 
readily forget the principles for which we once had liis authority. We 
Cannot narrow this question to a mere point of law, and discuss it very 
much as lawyers would treat a case of alleged distress or trespass. The 
substantial issue is this—are we prepared to break up another Eastern 
empire at an immense cost of blood and treasure, in order that we may 
force our commerce upon an unwilling people? A very short retrospect 
of the circumstances which have led to the existing embarrassment will 
justify this assertion. It cannot be denied that the treaty ‘of whose vio- 

tion we complain was imposed upon the Tycoon and his advisers by the 
fear, if not the direct pressure, of superior force. . . . We all recol- 
ds made by our merchants upon the Japanese 
upon which they were able to make a 
lerable profit by exporting it. These acts, fraudulent and mis- 
chievous as they were, were those of individuals, But it seems that we 
have also, as a nation, failed grievously to fulfil our obligations, Having 
obtained by treaty the exemption of Englishmen in Japan from Japanese 
jurisdiction, we have failed to provide any competent means for ensuring 
their punishment if they commit crimes. So shamefully partial is the 
court which we have established, that an Englishman who bad deliberately 
fired at a Japanese policeman, and wounded him severely, was only 
punished by it with a fine. That conclusively shows the animus of our 
countrymen who are resident in those islands, and certainly leads us to 
belies that the outrages of which we hear so much are not entirely on 
one side.*

Crown colony like Ceylon—a steady supply of Iadour, and im- 
proved and extended means of communication between the 
various outlying coffee estates. The mode of raising the 
requisite funds for construction of roads has likewise attracted 
attention, as at once supplying an adequate test. before the ex- 
penditure of public money, and inviting to healthy exertion to 
attain the required standard of production. It will be neecssary, 
however, to exercise strict supervision to prevent anything like 
laxity in the application of such a test, affording, as it necessa- 
rily must, unbounded facilities for fraud and favouritism. Of 
course, entircly embryotic as the scheme at present is (indeed it 
is only assumed to be the probable pol’cy of the lceal Govern 
ment), it would be idle to speculate as to the cl.ccks to be 
devised for attaining this desired provision, and for guarding 
against spasmodic developments, which might result in roads 
being constructed where the ground was in rapid process of 
exhaustion, thus entailing the expense of their construction 
upon the community at large. The measure, if carried out, 
will in fact depend for its success upon each district so opened 
up paying its own expenses; and it is precisely because the 
principle, though good in itself, is liable to abuse, that we 
administer this preliminary warning. We do not, however, 
anticipate that, in @ measure so vitally affecting the welfare of 
the community, all requisite precautions will fail to be taken, 
and we therefore look forward to a long career of prosperity for 
the island. On the other question of labour we may have more 
to say at a future date, but though we are glad to find that it 
attracts public attention in Ceylon, we do not share in the 
apprehension that a dearth of labour is even near, far less 
imminent,

Monetary and Commercial. 
City, Wepyespar, JuLy 25. 

At a special meeting, on the 11th ult., of the proprietors of 
the Agra and United Service Bank, Dr. Farr, D.C.L., F.R.S, was 
unanimously elected an auditor of the bank, in the room of 
Mr. W Newmarch, F.RS., who has resigned. The correspond- 
ence of the Clearing Committee, noticed in our last, was also 
laid on the table. 

At the annual meeting of shareholders in the China and 
Japan (Coast and River) Steam Navigaton Company, held at 
10a, Kings’ Arms-yard, it was decided to pay six mouths’ 
interest at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum, being against the 
earnings only of the company’s first ship. A report will be 
found in another column. 

The underwriters at Boston and New York had further ad- 
vanced their rates on American ships, and judging by the 
following tney were quite justified. 

The capture and burning of the American ship B. F. Hozie, by the 
Confederate steamer Florida, laden with large consignments of silver ore, 
&e., to English merchants, made known at Lloyd's, produced some com- 
motion among the underwriters, as also at the various marine insurance 
companies, who are interested in her cargo to the extent, it is stated, of 
£150,000, that amount of insurance having been written on the consign- 
ments. The Florida carried off $95,000 worth of silver bars from her 
previous to ordering the ship to be burnt. About the same time she also 

lestroyed another large American ship, the Red Gauntlet, while on her 
voyage to Hong Kong from Boston. It is stated that in both instances 
the captain of the Florida offered to release the ships on bonds being ex- 
changed, but the masters refusing the ships were burnt. 

At the half-yearly mectiug of the London Joint-stock Bank, 
Mr. Henry Christy in the chair, the net profits were stated at 
£58,689, and the usual dividend was declared of 12s. 6d. per 
share, or at the rate of 12} per ceat. per annum, with a bonus 
of 7s. per share, icaving £189 to be carried forward. The 
guarantee fund vow stands at £264,205, and the accounts of 
customers amount to £12,984,172. The report was received 
with satisfaction, and the proceedings were eutirely formal.
